PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 
“Pray for the peace of Jerusalem: they shall prosper that love 
thee. Peace be within thy walls, and prosperity within thy palaces. 
For my brethren and companion’s sake, I will now say, Peace be 
within thee. Because of the house of the Lord our God, I will 
seek thy good.” Ps. 122, 6-9. 


Dear Brethren! Among the several communications awaiting action 
at this meeting there is one which, to my mind, should make us glad at 


of the intersynodical committee on the controverted doctrines of 
conversion and election. Whether or not the wording of the consensus 
arrived at will commend itself to all concerned, and in all its phases, 
remains to be seen. Be that as it may: in its essential utterances I, for 
one, consider the agreement in full accord with the Scriptures as inter- 
preted by the confessions of our Church; and therefore do hope, that it 


co-laborers ; moreover, that, as a practical result, it will do away with the 
offence of opposition altars, and lead to some measure of co-ordination in 
our common work. 

Meanwhile, the truth having prevailed, let us thank the Lord for its 
precious spoils, well worth, as these are, of the battle’s brunt with all its 
costs and pains. And this I say partly in memory notably of the 


An interested. witness of the contest from its beginning, and some- 
what free to go from camp to camp, I encountered, and on both sides, 
reverend gentlemen who were pleased to characterize the warfare waged 
as “a mere jangle about words”; and who accordingly looked down with 
pity upon the brethren engaging in it as on men wasting precious time and 
talents on a cause so utterly trifling and futile. 

Truth, and especially revealed truth, as a body organic, is extremely 
sensitive to any and every injury done its members, even down to its 
least, and including the words they are enbodied in. This plain fact I 
find the critics referred to either ignorant-of or indifferent to; and, as 
a consequence, rather hazy and mazy even in such knowledge as they 
profess to have of the fundamentals of churchly doctrine. Broad in mind, 
wide of heart, set and unyielding in ways their own, but lavishly free

Spirit, has brought about its confessional content. | refer to the final 

will put an end to the unhappy discussion, and lead to that friendly 

relationship which our heavenly Master would have observed by all His 

Sainted veterans im tne mgmt, and partly in resen Of the derogatory 

criticism they had to put up with among impassive and indifferent brethren. 
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and compromising in the things of God, they pose as liberals, and as the 
master builders of the Church. But, and whilst they lustily sing, “My 
church, my church, my dear old church; my fathers’ and my own,” they 
actually hack away at its vital supports; unaware, it may be, of the 
mischief they are doing. Another ttait which I find to mark them is this: _ 
write or speak as the three graces, 1 Cor. 13, 13, may move you, unless 
pen or tongue are steeped in a concoction they know and prize as “pep”, 
your words are sure to fall on their eyes and ears as flat, or as not worth 
their attention. 

Happily, the men enlisted in the past controversy were of a different 
caliber and of finer disposition. Keen of discernment, sincere and ex- 
acting in matters of the faith, they fought, every man of them, according 
to his conviction. Fully aware that to truth words are more than, for 
example, dress is to person, they were scrupulously careful even in ex- 
pression. And rightly so; for is it not for this reason that divine 
revelation in its inspiration includes the very words in which God and 
things godly are made known to us? and moreover, that in our endeavor to 
restate and proclaim them, we are enjoined to “hold fast the form of 
sound words”? 2 Tim. 1, 138. 

Now in view of these plain facts, and mindful of the other, that the 
doctrines of conversion and predestination lie near to the very heart of 
the Gospel, I say, all honor to the men who did their utmost to set in the 
clear the truth involved and at stake; and this I say im rebuff of the 
aspersions cast upon them touching their powers of erudition, their 
purpose, character and conduct. 

* * 

But, with peace in sight, and a peace, as I trust, pleasing to both 
God and man, why dwell at such length on the way of its achievement? 
I answer, for the best of reasons. 

In the first place, like in the world at large, so in the Church, 
the day is not when there are not wars and rumors of war; and of 
these not one but what you and I, nilling or willing, are interested in. 
And therefore I would avail myself of this opportunity to speak of 
doctrinal controversies in general; and this, I frankly confess, with an eye 
to troubles in our own Lutheran household. For, do what we may to 
prevent it, error Will lift up its head against truth, and wrong against 
right; and. when so, our instruction reads: “Brethren, if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are spiritual restore such an one in the spirit of 
meekness : considering thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” Gal. 6, 1. 


In the spirit of meekness; and O that we might heed the admonition ! 
Devoted to truth and righteousness we are, and second to none; but 
alas. second to none also in the evil propensity to aggravate or even to 
pick a quarrel. And so I fear that, in our zeal for spiritual integrity 
we often lose sight of the temper which should mark our endeavors to 
correct a faulty brother, or some fraternity outside our own. 

When grudgingly thrust, our loaf loses its flavor to the famishing 
poor, and its incense before God who sends them. Thus in espousing any 
good cause, let your reasoning be never so convincing, if its arguments 
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are presented in a proud, haughty and dogmatical spirit, most likely 
this will defeat the end in view. Then, too, speaking the truth in love 
will prevent us from magnifying motes into beams. In short, though their 
trespass appears ever so grievously offensive, let us deal gently with the 
Absaloms in our midst; yes, and elsewhere round and about us. 


A second reason why I enlarge upon discussions of doctrinal differ- 
ences is, to point out some lessons on their merits, and on the means and 
methods to be pursued in conducting them. 


As good soldiers of our Lord, we are under command earnestly to 
contend for the faith once delivered to the saints; and this when or where- 
soever that faith is in jeopardy, be it within the Church or without. 
When within, and brethren are pitted against brethren, who does not 
deplore the necessity of these contentions? Howbeit, let us not overlook 
the fact that, by the overruling wisdom and goodness of God, they are 
not an unmitigated evil; nay, may even prove a positive blessing. Like 
other offences, it seems that they must needs be in order that the hearts 
of men may be revealed. They serve to clear the atmosphere in church- 
dom. We somehow need them as a sort of showerbath lest we fall 
asleep, or content ourselves with a state of peace and prosperity largely 
fictitious. In a manner we are so constituted that we learn, know, feel 
and esteem by contraries and contrasts. Thus, how we do appreciate, say, 
health following sickness, or the brightness of sunlight dispersing days 
of gloom; and so the good and glory of truth and right in the face of 
black falsehood, lies, errors, and wrongdoing. Yes, viewed from this 
angle, one feels inclined to bless the day of controversies. And then, 
to this their value must be added their fruitfulness in a literary way. 
In corroboration of this I need but point to the treasury of Christian 
knowledge and theological lore due to our past discussion. To me, as no 
doubt to many others, the strife has led to greater clearness, deepening 
conviction, and firmness in the faith we hope to be saved by. 


This much acknowledged... it must be admitted that as a method 
of conducting and bringing to a successful close the controversies in 
question, the printed page appears to be next to a failure. At any rate, 
in spite of all articles, pamphlets, and books, on the subject in dispute, 
the contestants in the fight now past were found to be as far apart at 
the end of five and thirty years as they were in the beginning, if not 
more so; and the hope of an understanding and peace did not revive 
until the battle was taken in hand, first. by a large concourse of men, 
clergy and lay, freely gathered, and then by a committee limited in 
number. What a lesson, this; and for us and for all times. Will we 
heed it? 

At bottom, the controversies in the Church partake @a disciplinary 
character. Accordingly, the. rules enjoined for the iter should be 
applied in the former; to-wit: Go to him. Take with thee one or two 
more. Thus dealing with one another face to face, peace may be prayed 
for with greater confidence of being effectual. 
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When our Savior said to His disciples, “It is impossible but that 
offences come,” He added, “but woe unto him through whom they 
come.” Luke 17, 1. Pertinent to the same subject, St. Paul reproved the 
Galatians —c. 5, 7-9, saying, “Ye did run well; who did hinder you that ye 
should not obey the truth? . . . A little leaven leavens the whole lump. 

. . But he that troubleth you shall bear his judgment, whosoever he 
be.” The disturbers of the peace here referred to were Judaizing fanatics 
who were bent on imposing on the gentile Christian elements of the 
Old Testament observances done away with by the establishment of the 
New Testament Church. This leads me to pay my respects to extremists 
worrying us in our own day. 

It is a profitable as well as a pleasurable employment for a workman 
of the Lord to bring forth from his treasure things new and old. Yes; 
but only when in so doing he is careful to distinguish between the new 
of heavenly provision and the novel and strange from other sources. 
But even at that, we might leave him at the joy of his quest, did he not 
persist in trying to foist his findings upon others, and at a price beyond 
his Master’s warrant. 

Sad to say, there are men, and found throughout all God’s Israel, 
who, not content with the body of faith delivered and accepted, employ 
themselves by stripping off from it, so to speak, some tuft they have 
taken a fancy to; then spin it into threads finer than any O. N. T.; 
then weave it, dye it, gloss it, smooth it, etc.; then carry it back, wind 
_ the spidery web about the original fabric; and then declare its purchase 
the one condition on which they will trade with you—in other words, 
the “faith” thus newly trimmed is set up as a sine qua non of Christian 
recognition, orthodoxy, and fellowship. And the outcome? A hullabaloo 
of protests flying hither and thither. O the tragedy of it; and the injury 
these extremists do their mother, the Church!

And now, Brethren, how about our own synodical household, dear to 
us all? For myself,—and I am speaking for many, many others —,l 
must confess that my joy this day over the peace with our neighbors is 
mingled with sorrow over the sad condition at home; and that the past 
two years have been to me, the most trying and harassing in all my 
career. 

Doing my prayerful best to maintain a poise and balance in the whole- 
some atmosphere of doctrinal conservatism, I find myself cradled, as it 
were, betwixt two mighty discs of varying composition and grain; the 
one, porous and spongy; the other, flinty and dense; and when in action, 
rotating in opposite directions. Their motive power, strange to say, is 
alleged to be derived from the same supply-station.— Another proof, 
I presume, that “the day of miracles is forever here”. The tendency of 
their whirl is to draw what is caught in the belting, the one, eastward; 
the other, westward; and in either case into lands I have but slight 
knowledge of. Now wide apart as these contraptions are, and careful 
as I am to protect my skin and bones, they will graze and grind and ~ 
bruise me; and at times, beyond endurance. Were I asked to name these 
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pesky crushers; and at the same time permitted to coin a word or two, 
I would label the harder one Ultra-L-ism, and the softer one, Jnfra-L-ism. 

Need I say that the latter is in the hands of our dear friends, the 
Unionists? and the other device in the hands of our no less dear friends, 
the Separatists? The former already “introduced”, I turn my attention 
to the latter. 

It is an open secret that the contention between these two extremists 
has come to such a pass and pitch, that some Hotspurs among the Ultraists 
have raised the cry calling for a thorough house-cleaning, and this by 
the violent means of a separation or division! But—the Lord our God 
still reigns. 

A house-cleaning? To be sure, that in a certain sense is always in 
order, thanks to the devil, the chief of troublers. But here I counsel: 
before this work is taken in hand, let there be a prayerful personal clearing 
of the mind and cleansing of heart. This attended to, and all around, 
| opine that the greater part of the job may be found over with. A 
separation, a schism?! Now I verily believe that our synodical house 
and family is a plant, a most precious plant of the Lord. And you would 
pluck it up, or do violence to it? Would you thus requite the body which 
has nursed and nurtured you? A division: and on no other ground 
than that of a difference, not in principle, but in the grade and shade of 
discipline as practiced here and there? And then the costs: divided 
congregations; property lawsuits; crippled institutions; and most likely, 
another synod; for a better than your own can not be found. Yes, and 
not to be forgotten: the account-giving before all holy God! 

Brethren, I feel deeply on this subject; and let me assure you that, 
what I have said and am about to say, is “from love to all, and with 
malice toward none”; for I speak with an eye single to the good of our 
beloved Church. To understand the situation confronting us, it may be 
well to explain that in the evil hour when the fallacy of ultraism found 
room among us, there was introduced, as a sort of a makeweight shift 
or shelter to it, the unreasonable principle of isolation and aloofness. - 
Prepossessed and carried away by this pernicious ism or bias, a person is 
apt to look upon the limits of the kingdom of God in its earthly mani- 
festation as commensurate with the narrow bounds of his own churchly 
organization ; ahd moreover, to consider the latter as having a monopoly 
of orthodoxy incomparably pure and perfect. And then, as though not 
sure of his position, to advise those of kindred spirit not to come in 
touch with such as are otherwise minded. Happily, I find noticeable a 
trend toward a saner and better view of thought along this line. 

Another one of their characteristics may here find a place. Given, 
that some public meeting is called to discuss civic, moral, or semi- 
religious matters of interest to a community, do these dear brethren 
attend and make their influence felt? No indeed: “You see, the Rever- * 
ends So, So, and So will be there: and we co-operate with them? 
Never!” But now let it transpire that some objectionable movement is set 
on foot at the meeting, what then? Why, of all its critics these same 
absentee brethren are the loudest and most persistent. Here, and by 
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the way, is it any wonder that Mickie is found in office, and our friend 
Hans is left without? 

On the basis of history and on the grounds of common equity, I do 
account of people subscribing the Augsburg Confession as their faith, as 
being Lutherans. Again, mindful of our Lord’s words, “One is your 
Master; all ye are brethren”, I do look upon all who confess and follow 
Him, as my brethren; and as such address them at times. Again, heartily 
glad to see the laity of our Church come forward to take a more 
direct part in the work of the Kingdom, and reminded of the exhortation, 
“Quench not the Spirit”, I do look in upon them when assembled near by, 
and say a few words to cheer them on the way. Again, and lastly, when 
I take Him of whom the Pharisees said, “This man receiveth sinners, 
and eateth with them,” not only for my soul’s comfort, but also for my 
life’s example, I do meet, confer, eat, etc., with men not of our household 
as a body corporate. 

Such is the unvarnished statement of my past conduct, its motive 
and purpose: make of it what you will; as for myself, I shall continue in 
its way, and this despite all suspicions, snaps, sniffs and sneers I may be 
made to bear on account of it. . 

Brethren, as I pass into closer view the good cause of our Master and 
the course of His Gospel on earth, the more I come to the conclusion 
that, in part at least, we have need of a revision of the way we look at 
men and things. What excuse, for example, can we offer for the words 
of contempt hurled here and there, and from the pulpit, too, at people 
whom our God may regard as His children, and whose life gives evidence 
that they are such?—An offence, this, I myself have been guilty of 
and now am sorry for.— Then, and in addition to the “greater light”, we 
certainly all feel the lack of the most heavenly of all excellencies, Love, 
or Charity as it is named. Truly illuminated and sanctified, love is not 
blind; on the contrary, it is most alert and averse to everything ungodly. 
But it does teach us wisely to observe the distinction between error and 
wrong, and the souls overtaken in them; and that, whilst we hate and 
denounce the sin, we love and redeem the sinner. Then too, regardful 
of the anomaly and the fact not so rare, that a man may do wrong with 
good intention, or hold and defend an error from a devotion to the truth, 
here bids us to approach such an one for purposes of correction on the 
assumption that his fault is one of mind, and not of heart. 

Another thought: with God, the truth, and the right on its side, love 
is found unafraid when opportunity offers to come in personal touch 
with men gore astray. And especially is this true when the latter are 
our kindred in the faith, and taken individually or collectively. To name 
and brand the latter as some “touch-me-nots” because of this or that 
weakness or shortcoming, is, to put it mildly, unkind, and only embitters 
_ the souls to be won. Criticism even if friendly and constructive, when 
passed on by the press, is next to useless; and this, as things are, for 
the simple reason that of those it is addressed to not more than one in 
a thousand or ten thousand ever gets to read it. 

* 
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Brethren, one and all, freely and fearlessly have I spoken of condi- 
tions as I see them in our beloved Church, both at large and at home; 
and more by way of cen:uce than of commendation. To dwell upon her 
high favor with God, and upon the incomparable riches He has been 
pleased to entrust her with would have been a soul-feast all joy and 
praise; to point out her self-inflicted sores and pains has been far from 
being an agreeable task. Prove my words: and should any be found to 
spell dotage, ill-will, abuse, vengeance, etc., I rely on your good sense 
and humor to pass them by. Not so, however, the pricks -" prongs, the 
stitches and salves making for convalescence. 

Referring back here to the unionism I have been aac of, let me 
state that, aside from my affiliation with you, I hold membership in no 
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organization of any kind whatsoever; and I cherish the hope that I may — 


never be drawn into any beyond our.own body as now constituted. My 
views on this subject I have given you in former addresses. 

In the fear and love of God to whom I am accountable, and in 
fidelity to the synod comprising us, I have pointed out its failings and 
distresses: need I remind you that, by grace heavenly and indulgent, we 
are by seart and soul still one in the faith, agreed in principle and the 
necessity of their application? If so, then why not, the same indulgent 
grace guiding us, adjust our differences, put an end to our quarrels, and 
work as of one mind at our Master’s word, and by its power? This 
to do I, as one near to the sod and to heaven, would heartily beseech, 
nay, adjure you, one and all.

A. Brethren, in viewing the present state of the Christian Church 
at large, the appalling fact can not escape us that we are living in an age 
when apostasy from the faith threatens to become epidemic. From pul- 
pits and by a press professedly Christian, the very fundamentals of divine 
revelation are being denied. Thus far the Lord our God has graciously 
preserved our own dear Church in the one true faith; yea, grounded and 
established us in His saving truth ever more deeply. May we, whilst 
heartily thanking Him for this inestimable favor, not lose sight of the 
sacred obligation thereby imposed upon us. _ 

True, we do bear testimony to the faith benienly de'ivered a> ' 
served to us; and this, both in word and deed. But. whilst co doi~ 
always done by “speaking the truth in love.” and with an eve «ir '. 
the winning of souls for Christ? And is this hich and holy idea’ 2'w 
kept in view by our writers and also by the editors? 
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B. Owr Relation to Other Bodies. 


a. To begin, I desire to add a word or two of explanation to my 
opinion on the thesis especially referred to in my address. Being an 
intersynodical agreement so far, it will be out of place to adopt them 
with any changes or amendments. But, as worded, some opinions are 
interwoven in them on which we may differ without violence to Lutheran 
orthodoxy.

c. Respecting the Norwegian and Augustana Synods. Whilst co- 
operating with brethren of these honorable bodies in the work of the 
N. L. C., I have had frequent opportunities to confer, notably, with the 
presidents of these sister synods; and from all I could thus learn, 
L am pleased to state that the bodies they represent are in harmony with 
us both in doctrine and in practice. At my request, fraternal greetings 
were brought them: to the Augustana Synod, by Dr. K. Hemminghaus; to 
the Norwegian Synod, by Dr. H. K. G. Dormann; and both of these 
our brethren report that they were very kindly received. Touching such 
exchange of well-wishes, | beg leave to suggest that for the other bodies 
Synod designate the delegates to the meetings for the future. 

d. The N. Luth. Council. 1 deeply deplore that, touching the noble 
work of this intersynodical cooperation, many adverse and unwarranted 
’ criticisms have been sent afloat, both in print and by word of mouth; 
and that I myself as your representative in the work have not escaped 
suspicion. Giving ear to these insinuations, some of our Districts call 
for a withdrawal from the N. L. Council. Before any action is taken 
along this line, I hope that a hearing will be had on this question. And 
here I beg leave to report to you that, up to a late date the Council has 
expended — 

1. For European relief, in cash and by food drafts the sum of 
$1,650,255.94; and in addition thereto 2,500,000 pounds of clothing; 

2. For the safeguarding and support of foreign Mission fields of the 
Lutheran Societies of Germany and other countries, $178,704.77. 

The distress abroad is still appallingly great. And may the dear Lord 
prevent us from taking any action which may in any way hinder our peo- 
ple to participate in this work of mercy. Let Lutheran gifts to Lutheran 
sufferers, as in the past so in the future, be our watchword. 


C. On the Situation of our Church Abroad. 


a. In general: “A people’s church in every realm, or a purified

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arated’ from one another”, such is the program of present movements in 


our dear Lutheran Church, notably in Germany. And to this difference 


in policy the racial and nativistic bickerings within the Church, and the in- 
roads of propagandists of this religion and that, which bear down upon 
our brethren in their poverty and affliction, and one may well imagine 
the sore distress our Church is in at present. May the good Lord make 
haste to bring her help. 

Meanwhile, and in view of the situation, an international Lutheran 
Conference is to take place, most likely in Germany and in 1923, for the 
purpose of discussing present conditions. It is for Synod to say whether 
we will be represented at the meeting; and if so, to take the needed action — 
concerning such participation. 

b.' The Hermannsburg-Hamburg Free Church. From this small 
body of faithful Lutherans two petitions will be laid before you: the 
one that conjointly with the Hon. Iowa Synod we might help them in 
the establishment of a theological seminary; the other to assist them 
financially toward the enlargement~of their school at Hermannsburg. I 
shall lay into the hands of the committee having this and sundry matters 
to report on, the petitions referred to. 


And now, with the hope and pr@yer that the good Lord may give to. 
all of us wisdom, and unbiased and willing minds to do His pleasure in our 
deliberations, I submit this, my report.

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


Since our last report the work in our Theological Seminary has been 
earried on without any interruption and disturbance. During the school 
year of 1920-21 we had 56 students in our Seminary, of whom 25 finished 
their course and entered the ministry. Last year we had 55 students of 
whom 14 entered the ministry. 

Three new branches have been added to the curriculum and have 
been made obligatory to the students, namely: for the Seniors, one 
Semester in Law and one Semester in Church music; for tite first clase, 
two Semesters in Elocution and Reading. 

The Theological Faculty spends one whole evening a month in the 
discussion of the burning questions in the church of to-day, in order to 
obtain a uniform treatment of these questions in the classroom. 

The work on the new building of which the cornerstone was laid 
on Commencement day proceeds nicely and will be finished about Christ- 
mas. The dedication is to take place in connection with next year’s 
Commencement. It was resolved that the name of this building shall 


be, Divinity Hall, and that memorial tablets for such as have distin- 


guished themselves in the Seminary and in Synod be placed inside of the 
building. The Divinity Hall will contain a Chapel, the classrooms, and 
dormitory units for the Seminarians. Through this arrangement we not 
only gain the room so badly needed in the Recitation Hall and the Dormi- 
tory but obtain also the advantages resulting from a separation of semi— 
nary and college. 

Messrs. Herman Benzin and Otto Spielman of Columbus, O., were 
reelected members of the Board of Directors of Capital University. 

The term -of office of the following members of the Seminary Boaré 
expires with this session of Synod, namely of the Pastors Schmidt and 
Soller and of Prof. Lange and of Mr. Bachman.

Il. Meetings.— The Board held four regular and four special 
meetings. 

If. Recognition.— At your last meeting we reported that Capital 
University had been received as a member of the Ohio College Associa- 


tion. We can now report that our School was investigated by a repre- 
sentative of the North-Central Association of Colleges and, upon a very 
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favorable report, was admitted to this Association. This again means 
much to our School, better establishing our credits and standing among 
the Colleges of our Land. 


Ill. The Faculty.—1. The health of our Professors and In- 
structors has been good, so that with but a few minor interruptions the 


work has been carried on successfully.

5. Mr. Earl Wilson will attend Ohio State University the coming 
year and next year will be used as a regular instructor. : 

6. Mr. Norman Menter, who has been used as a tutor for several 
years, will be a regular instructor in German. He is furthering his educa- 
tion by attending the University of Michigan. 

7. Mr. F. W. Kohler has been regular instructor in Biology; Mr. 
Fred Bernlohr as Athletic Director and Instructor in Latin; Mr. Grover 
Orr Instructor in Chemistry; Rev. Arthur Kuhlman Instructor in Public 
Speaking; Mr. Athel Cotterman Instructor in Greek. 

8. The Board requests Synod to establish the chair of Assistant 
Professor of Chemistry. Also the position of Freshman Academic 
Coach. 


IV. Students.—In 1920-1921 there were enrolled in the Academic 
Department 274 students. These together with the Music School students 
made a total of 406 who paid tuition. 

In 1921-1922 there were 318 students in the Academic Department 
and a total of 591 paid tuition. 

In May 1921 twenty young men received the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts and two the degree of Bachelor of Science. Prof. C. Vogel of 
Woodville, O., was honored with the degree of Bachelor of Science in 


In June 1922 fourteen young men received the B. A. degree and one 
. Sc.; the honorary degree of Doctor of Letters was con-

The health of the Student body, in general, was good, two deaths 
were reported, 

The deportment of the Student body was satisfactory. Several ex- 
pulsions and a few minor cases of discipline weré necessary. 
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V. The Music Department.—The Music Department has de- 
veloped wonderfully and is being recognized not only by our own people 
- but without the bounds of our Synod. 

With the erection- of the Divinity Hall, the caring for the Music 
School has been a problem. Steps are being taken to remodel Christ - 
Church for this purpose. As soon as the Music School has a permanent 


home it will not only be self-supporting but will be a source of revenue 
to our school. 


Prof. Homer Strother has charge of this department and is aided 
by nine assistants. 


VI. Special Appropriation. — The Board requests a special ap- 
propriation of $300.00 for fireproof filing cabinets for the Archives of 
Synod, housed in the Rudolf Library. 


Vil. Improvements.— The Dormitory has been completely re- 
modeled. Two units had to be added for stairways to conform to the 
State fire laws. We now have an up-to-date building with modern con- 
veniences. The building accommodates 152 students and is taxed to its 
utmost capacity with a .waiting list. 


Christ Church. On the first floor space for two clubs is provided. The 
second floor composed of six suites is used for living purposes. 

Work has been begun on the New Divinity Hall. The cornerstone 
was laid in connection with the Commencement exercises this year. The 
building will be completed some time during the coming school year and 
will be formally dedicated next June. The name of the new building will 
be “DIVINITY HALL”. 


VIII. Immediate Needs.—On account of the large number of 
students chapel is now being held in Christ Church. As soon as the 
Christ Congregation moves into its new church home this building is to 
be remodeled and enlarged as a permanent Chapel and Music Con- 
servatory 

On account of the large increase in students the remodeling and en-

LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


Praise and thanks be unto God! This is the feeling that possesses 
us in preparing this report, for as we review the past two years, are we 
conscious of the goodness and mercy that He has shown unto us. 


1. Professors and Students.— Our professors have performed 
their duties with zeal and love, in harmony of spirit; and among our 
students the spirit of piety and diligence has prevailed. In these two 
years the instruction of the students and their advancement both in 
Christian and secular knowledge proceeded without any serious interruption. 
Prof. M. Steuer began his work as-professor of ancient languages es- 
pecially, in the second semester of the school year previous to the last; 
and Mr. Herbert Vogel was appointed as assistant instructor of Mathe- 
matics at the beginning of the last school year. Both of these men have 
done their work so well, that we rejoice especially in the calling of Prof. 
Steuer and have also engaged the services of Mr. Vogel for the coming 
year. They, and also others of our Professors, have shown their desire 
to foster their education, that they may render better services to our 
institutions, by taking courses in first class colleges and in the University 
of Minnesota during the summer vacation and in the free hours of the 
regular school-year. The Board also rejoices that three of our Pro- 
fessors, H. K. G. Doermann, K. Hemminghaus and G. Kroening have, 
in recognition of their ability and their services, been honored by the 
board of the Capital University in Columbus with the title of Doctor of 
Divinity. We regret, however, one discordant note in the harmonious 
development of our Luther Seminary, namely that Prof. Fresemann, at 
the close of the School year 1921, resigned his position, after having been 
with us for only two years, and accepted a call to Baltimore, Md. The 
frequent changes especially in this professorship, have certainly been 
detrimental to the welfare of our seminary. For the chair occupied by 
Prof. Fresemann, Rev. W. D. Ahi has been chosen. He is not a stranger 
to our institution, for he in former times faithfully and ably served it 
for many years. We are glad to welcome Prof. Ahl to our institution 
again. 
In the past two years the number. of students was as large as. we 
could accommodate with our limited facilities. In 1920-21 we had 114; 
35 of these were in the academy, 48 in the college and 36 in the theological 
seminary, of whom 8 were graduated and entered the ministry. In

1921-22 we had 111; of these 28 were in the academy, 50 in the college 
and 833 in the theological seminary, of whom 16 passed their final ex- 


aminations. Some of these are already serving congregations, while 
others are still waiting for calls. 


2. Accrediting of Our Academy.— Our college course has now 
been so arranged that we can apply for accreditation; and the faculty 
and the board have decided to designate the 4 lower classes as the 
“Academy” and the two upper classes as the “Junior College.” The fact 
that our diploma will be recognized as equal to that of a recognized high 
school, will help us in winning a greater number of students for 
institution. 

3. Requests.—a. In order to raise the standard of our insti- 
tution and gain recognition of the State, we need an English Professor- 
ship. We have no such Professorship, and the work in the English 
language must be apportioned among five different Professors. e 
therefore earnestly request Joint Synod to authorize us to call a new 
professor whose work is to be that of the English language exclusively. 
Such a professorship has simply come to be a necessity for us. This will 
enable us to lighten the burdens of the other professors, all of whom had 
to teach from 28 to 34 hours a week. | 


b. Another urgent need is that of houses for our professors. It is 
simply impossible to rent houses reasonably near our institution, and 
some of our professors are compelled to live at a great distance from 
the institution and lose much time going to and fro. Besides we have 
splendid pbuilding sites on the campus, and in the long run the erection 
of houses for our professors would prove a profitable investment, for 
which such monies could be used that are placed out on intérest. We 
therefore request permission to erect at least two dwellings on the 
campus. 

8. Finally, we would once more call the attention of Synod to the 
absolute necessity of renovating and enlarging our dormitory. We regret 
that the Administration Board was unable to grant us the permission to 
do this during the present summer. We hope however that this permis- 
sion will be given us next summer. Any one who is acquainted with our 
dormitory, and knows that 4 or 5 students are compelled to lodge in one 
small room —this with our cold Minnesota winters, whén the windows 
must be kept closed most of the time—, that we would hardly know 
how to accommodate more students—, any one who knows this would 
certainly agree with us when we say: “the renovation and extension of 
our dormitory is a matter of very urgent need!” 


; 4. What We Have Already Received.— Thanks to the Million 

Dollar Offering, we have been enabled to erect the new boarding-hall, 
which was so urgently needed; and the same is a matter of great gratifi- 
cation and joy to eur students and the friends of our institution. We 
would, therefore, extend our heartfelt thanks to the Administration 
Board and all the contributors to the Million Dollar Offering. Likewise 
we would extend hearty thanks for the appropriation of $1000.00 for our 
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library, without which we should not have been able to apply for ac- 
creditation this year. 

Our property, if only the dormitory is improved, is in such good 
condition that visitors are filled with gratification and delight. To bring 
this about, the alumni of Luther Seminary in the Minnesota and Wis- 
consin Districts have done a great deal. The former have expended 
considerable sums toward beautifying the campus, while the latter have 
provided for the decoration of the classrooms in the recitation hall. 
They have thereby demonstrated in a practical way their love to their 
Alma Mater. To them, therefore, we also express Gur sincere thanks.

WOODVILLE NORMAL AND ACADEMY 


By the mercy and favor of God, who has kept and blessed our Insti- 
tution throughout the past two years, we are enabled to report as follows: 

1. In August, 1920, Rev. W. Nordseick accepted the call to the di- 
rectorship of our Institution, and has since that time faithfully and 
creditably served us in that capacity and as teacher, 

ae The enrollment for the year 1920-1921 was 72. During the last 

, 1921-1922, the enrollment was as follows: Normal Department 7; 
Pra Boog - Preparatory Department 3; Special Music 15; Total 83. 

38. In 1921 three students graduated from the Normal Department. 
In 1922 there were no graduates in this department. Two students who 
were in the Junior Normal class of 1920-1921 taught school during the 
whole of last year, 1921-1922. So during the bi-ennium just ended five 
of our students entered the parochial school work. 

The Academy graduates in 1921 numbered 8, of whom 5 entered 
Capital University to study for the ministry. In 1922 the graduates from 
this department numbered 8, of whom 5 intend to prepare for the 

4. Your Board can report that the two year Normal course at Wood- 
ville is now fully accredited by the State Department of Education. The 
state inspector of Teacher Training, after a recent inspection of our 
school, expressed himself as agreeably surprised at the work which is 
being done at Woodville Normal. Our Normal graduates now receive 
a 4 year provisional certificate, and after 3 years of successful teaching © 
are granted a life certificate. In view of the fact that the state govern- 
ments undoubtedly will supervise our parish schools more thoroughly in 
the future, this accreditation will prove to be of great advantage. The 
fact that our school is now accredited has brought some young people to 
Woodville Normal and Academy who intend to prepare for teaching & 
the Public Schools. 
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5. During the year 1920-1921 seven colored students attended our 
school; 5 girls and 2 boys. The presence of the girls occasioned con- 
ee ee They did mot return for the year 1921-1922.- The 
boys are still attending our school and doing successful work. 

6. Your Board increased the salaries of Professors G. G. Allwardt 
and F. C., Mayer $100.00 each so that they are now receiving the maxi- 
mum salary to which they are entitled by length of service. 

7. Somewhat extensive repairs became necessary and your Board 


Normal and Academy the sum of $15,000.00 of the Million Dollar Offer- 
ing. Of this amount the sum of $4500.00 was used for the purchase of 
a residence, now occupied by Prof. Edward Lauckner. This residence is 
not situated on our campus. Then two parcels of land were purchased: 
2:08 acres from the heirs of Mr. B. S. Otten, and 2:17 acres from Mr. 
Henry Bruns, each parcel costing $1500.00. This land adjoins our cam- 
pus. On it your Board has erected a teacher’s residence at a cost of 
* $7500.00 which is now occupied by Prof. Allwardt; The additional land 
- ‘was purchased with a view to securing suitable and convenient sites for 
the new ladies’ dormitory and recitation hall promised by Joint Synod. 
In accordance with the request of the Board of Administration the 
deeds were drawn in the name of the Ev. Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio 
and Other States. 


10. Finally we wish to remind Joint’ Synod that the term of office 
of the following members of your Board has expired: Rev. A. G. Ber- 
gener, Rev. H. P. Dannecker, teacher, C. G. Beck, Mr. C. T. Bauch.

New Buildings 

Two years age when the financial committee was adjusting figures 
for the M. D. O., our petition for $105,000 was reduced to $80,000 to be 
divided as follows: gymnasium $19,000, president’s residence $8,000, reci- 
tation hall $53,000. This left no appropriation for equipment of the new 
buildings, purchase of additional grounds, sidewalks, etc., and the re- 
modeling of the present two buildings. After consulting the best archi- 
tects, the Board decided that, in order to save money for the Synod, a 
combined building, consisting of recitation hall and gymnasium, was most 
suitable. The formation of the ground at our disposal favored such a 
structure, since it was possible to locate the building on a hillside east 
of the boys’ building in such a way that the gymnasium could be erected 
entirely above ground and be entered directly from Fourth Street, the 
street leading to town, while the main entrances of the recitation hall 
could front on Academy Avenue and be entered from a higher level. 
Thus both recitation hall and gymnaisum are above ground under one 
roof, and so located that they are easy of administration and access, but 
do not interfere with one another. And so it was possible for us to 
utilize our limited grounds and economize. Mr. Geo. A. Berlinghof of 
Lincoln, Nebr., a school architect of national reputation, was engaged by 
the Board Dec. 6, 1920 to draw provisional plans for the combined 
building. In the meantime the Board had appealed to the Board of Ad- 
ministration to grant us the full appropriation so that we might have a 
home for our newly elected president and room for our students and 
work. Our increased enrollment and the congestion in our buildings 
made it clearly imperative that additional facilities be provided at once, 
should the institution not suffer a serious set back. The Board of Ad- 
ministration saw the justice of this-plea, and, because of our dire neces- 
sity and the critical condition, felt “compelled to grant us our share of 
the M. D. O. Provisional plans of a combined building, and a building 
program including remodeling of the dormitories, and the erection of a 
president’s residence were placed before the Board and accepted with the 
condition that the complete plans and specifications also meet their ap- 
proval and the entire building program do not exceed the appropriation. 
The Board was fortunate in finding a reliable contractor who, for $80,000, 
assured the entire building program consisting of the greater part of 
the needs we had enumerated when we asked the financial committee for 
$105,000. We point with pride to our splendid new Luther Hall, dimen- 
sions 100 x 102 feet, three stories high on the gym side, two stories and 
basement on the other, steel and brick construction, and invite compari- 


- gon in cost per cubic feet with any other synodical building. God willing, 


this building will be ready, the remodeling completed, and the president's 
residence occupied by the opening of the next school year. 
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Installation 

Rev. W. P. Hieronymus, A.B., a graduate of the College and Semi- 
nary of Capital University, accepted the call and was installed as presi- 
dent of Hebron Academy Sept. 11, 1921. He has discharged the duties 
of his office to the satisfaction of all concerned and has gained the re- 
spect of the friends of the school. 

Enrollment 

1920-1921: Academic Department 64; special non-resident music 
students 23. Total 87. Three of these 
went to Capital University. 

1921-1922: Academic rieddisvint 77; special non-resident music 
students 26. Total 1038. Graduates 5: 8 boys, 2 girls. Probably two of 
the boys will enter Capital University. 

In 1920 the Western District of the lowa Synod closed its Luther 
Academy at Sterling, Nebr., for one year. The students were advised to 
attend our Academy at Hebron. Fifteen students rightly belonging to 
Sterling came to us. The following year, at the meeting of the Western 
District of the lowa Synod, the Sterling Academy was taken over by the 
general body as a synodical institution. While we regret that there now 
are two Academies with parallel courses within auto distance of each 


other, and that our offer for closer cooperation was not accepted by the 
lowa Synod, we are glad to report that our enrollment has continued to 


grow. | 
Resignation 

Prof. Young, connected with the institution for eleven years, resigned 
his position. He intends to move with his family to Columbus, Ohio, 
where he will fill a vacancy in the English Department at Capital Uni- 
versity during the coming year. In view of the peculiar circumstances 
in his family the Board considers that his step. was justifiable. 

While we regret to lose him for our Academy, we are thankful for 
the faithful service he has rendered to our institution as professor, treas- 

ee and supervisor of building operations.

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We are glad to state that our school continues to be a member of 
the North Central Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges, as 
well as a Normal Training High School fully accredited by the state, 
and, that the good Lord has protected us against serious epidemics and 
serious cases of discipline. :

LUTHER ACADEMY, MELVILLE, SASK., CANADA 


We submit our report to Joint Synod with gratitude toward God who 
has blessed the work of our Institution also during the last two years. 
Though the number of students was smaller than during the previous 
two years, still we are thankful that it was not smaller than this because 
of the prevailing serious financial conditions in Western Canada. We 
had 66 students in all (84 and 32). That the Lord has blessed the work 
of our institution during the nine years of its existence is apparent from 
the fact that to date it has sent 21 students to St. Paul, of whom 20 were 
preparing for the ministry. In addition four young men went there di- 
rectly, influenced by the work of our imstitution. This fall. another 
student will go there; two who were to go with him had to discontinue 
their studies temporarily because of financial difficulties that could not 
be remedied. Six students of Luther Academy are in the active min- 
istry. With a good crop and returning normal conditions the number of 
students will, no doubt, increase rapidly. 

For a number of years your board through Prof. Schmidt, tried to 


reach an agreement with the town of Melville with reference to freedom — 


of taxation, as originally promised, for the purpose of taking out a char- 
ter for the institution. In January of this year these negotiations came 
to a successful conclusion. At the same time a new agreement was signed 
which cancelled the old agreement with the town. We then applied for 
a charter which was grasted on the 9th of February. A copy of this 
charter is attached to this report. 

In June 1921, Prof. Schimdt resigned from the pene of director. 
The board did not wish to dispense with his services. Accordingly the 
work has been divided in such a way that Prof. Schmidt takes care of 
all outside work and represents the institution; Prof. Behrens has charge 
of the students and the building. 

Necessary repairs were made in the building. The necessary ap- 
paratus for a physical laboratory has been purchased. 

Since also the Canada District has expressed the opinion that our 
share of the Million Dollar Offering should not be spent in Melville, the 
board recommends that Synod take the necessary steps to have the in- 
stitution removed to another place, to either sell the property in Melville 
or set it aside for an orphanage afid old folks’ home and to appoint a 
committee to choose a new location and carry out this project. — 

We ask a grant of $8,500.00. |

Provided, however, that the said corporation shall not 
acquire or hold as purchasers any land except for the 
actual use and occupation of the corporation or a branch 
thereof, or for the purposes of the corporation, and that 
any land, tenements or hereditaments acquired by gift, 
devise or bequest and not required for the actual use and 
occupation of the corporation or a branch thereof or for 
the purpose of the corporation the annual value of which 
together with the other lands of the corporation exceeds — 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) shall not be held by the 
corporation for a longer period than seven years and 
within such period the same shall be absolutely disposed 
of by the corporation, and in case of failure to dispose of 
the same within such seven years, or within any further 
period to which the term shall be extended by order of 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council, such land shall be 
forfeited to the Crown in the right of the province. 


4. It shall be lawful for the said corporation and it 
is hereby empowered to draw, accept and make and to 
indorse, discount and negotiate bills of exchange and 
promissory notes and other negotiable instruments, to 
borrow or raise money by the issue of bonds, mortgages 
or any other securities founded or based upon all or any 
of the property and rights of the corporation or without 
any such security and upon such terms as to priority or 
otherwise as the corporation shall think fit, to sell, let on 
lease or on hire, exchange, mortgage, hypothecate or other- 
wise dispose of or pledge any lands, tenements or hered- 
itaments or other real and personal property, stocks, 
shares, lands, debentures or securities of which it may at 
the time of the passing of this Act or at any future time be 
or become seized, possessed or otherwise interested in by 
virtue of this Act or otherwise howsoever and make and 
execute under its common seal or otherwise according to 
law all proper deeds and instruments and do all other acts, 
matters or things requisite or necessary to effectuate and 


accomplish all and singular the premises. 


5. The said corporation shall have full power and 
authority to irivest or lend all or any sums of money 
of or belonging to said academy or given or bequeathed 
to it in any land, stocks, debentures or securities of the 
Dominion of Canada or of the Province of Saskatchewan 
or in any debentures of any municipality or school district 
in Saskatchewan or upon the security of any real or per- 


sonal property or in the purchase of rental bearing real es- 
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tate or to take, hold and dispose of any real or personal 
property or interest therein for the purposes aforesaid. 


6. The said corporation shall be capable of taking, 
holding and acquiring all such lands and tenements, real 
and personal estate as may or shall have been bona fide 
mortgaged, hypothecated or pledged to the said corpora- 
tion by way of security or conveyed to it in satisfaction 
of debts previously contracted or purchased at judicial 
sales upon levy for such indebtedness or otherwise pur- 
chased for the purpose of avoiding a loss to the academy 
in respect thereof or of the owner thereof: | 

Provided that any real estate acquired in satisfaction 
of any debts due to itself and not required for the actual 
use and occupation of the corporation or a branch thereof 
or for the purposes of the corporation the annual value of 
which together with the other lands of the corporation 
exceeds ten thousand dollars ($10,000) shall be sold by 
the corporation within seven years after such acquisition, 
or within any further period to which the term shall be 
extended by order of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
otherwise such real estate shall be forfeited to the Crown 
in the right of the province. 


7. The said Luther Academy shall be under the man- 
agement and administration of a board of trustees to be 
called “The Trustees of Luther Academy” which shall 
consist of not less than five (5) and not more than eight 
(8) members. 


8. Reverend Leo F. Tank, Reverénd J. Fritz, Reverend 
E. G. Hertz, J. D. Miller and John Pfeifer shall be the 
first board of trustees under this Act and shall hold office 
until their successors are appointed as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

9. The board shall have full power from time to time

ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, W. VA. 


We are glad to report that the construction of St. John’s Academy 
progressed so far that school could be opened last fall. In the morning 
of October 9th, the School Building was dedicated by Rev. G. D. Simen, 
the sermon being preached by Rev. W. E. Schramm. In the afternoon of 
the same day the teachers, Rev. A. E. Krause, director, Messrs. W. C. 
Egbert and H. L. Holste, and Miss Lois Hunt were inducted into office 
by Rev. G. D. Simen, Rev. L. M. Hunt preaching the sermon. On the llth 
of October the school opened with an enrollment of 43 students which 
number increased to 185 during the school year. The health of the teach- 
ers and students was good and the year was, on the whole, a very success- 
ful one, even exceeding our expectations. 

Our property now consists of the main building, a Director’s residence, 
boarding hall, girls’ domitory and a boys’ dormitory, the latter not yet 
completed. 

The State of West Virginia has given our school the creditation of 
Secondary Standard High School. The demands of the school are such 
that we find it-necessary to add two more teachers to our teaching force, 
making six in all, and we petition Joint Synod to ratify our action. The 
Board asks Joint Synod for an appropriation of $10,000.00 annually for 
the next two years. 

We call attention to the fact that the terms of office of Revs. Puf- 
fenberger, Schmidt and Mr. Dobler expire at this meeting; that the term 
of office of Rev. G. D. Simen has not been fixed; and that the ratification 
of the election of Rev. F. Hax as a member of the Board is necessary. 
We deem it advisable that the director, Rev, A. E. Krause, be eliminated 
from the Board, and that six members constitute thé Board.

WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME 


-~ It is with profound gratitude to God who has most faithfully pro- 
brief report: 


The Family.— During the past two years 28 children were re- 
ceived, and 85 were dismissed. The Wernle family now numbers 76 
children, 49 boys and 27 girls, in charge of Father and Mother Specht 
and their helpers—a total of 82 souls. 


The School. — Thirty-eight boys and 22 girls attended the Wernle 
school. Mr. Praetorius and Miss Sixt, our teachers, have reorganized 
and graded the school, and the grade cards of the children show excel- 
lent results. 

Eleven children were confirmed during the Eastern season. 


The Farm.— The report of the farm for the past two years in- 
dicates that the Lord of the harvest has again opened His bountiful 
hand and granted an increase. We produced 250 bushels of potatoes, 
1100 bu. corn, 358 bu. wheat, 30 tons of hay, garden truck estimated 
value $400.00, poultry and eggs valued at $800.00, meat and lard valued 
at $610.00. 

An inventory of the stock credits us with 4 horses, 12 cows, 1 calf, 
19 hogs, 450 chickens. _ 


Resignations.— Mr. G. Hagelberger, Anna, O., a valuable mem- 
ber of the Board and duly re-elected at the last meeting of Joint Synod, 
resigned on account of failing health. The resignation was received with 
regrets, and Carl H. Duning of Richmond, was 
this term of office. 

The Rev. H. L. Ridenour, for many years the faithful Custodian 
of the Wernle Orphans’ Home Endowment Fund, found it necessary to 
resign the custodianship because of ill health. 

In accepting the resignation the Board expressed its deep apprecia- 
tion of the efficient service rendered by Brother Ridenour and appointed 
Rev. A. L. Nicklas as his successor. 


Improvements and Repairs.— The special appropriation made by 
Synod two years ago, was used in building new fences, painting the 
dormitory and school, decorating several rooms in the main building and 
making extensive repairs to the basement, kitchen and laundry. 
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Fimances.— Due to the liberal donations of the friends of the 
institution, the partial reduction in the cost of living and strict economy 
on the part of the management it was not necessary for us to depend upon 
Synod for our full appropriation for the past year. We are happy to re- 
port that it was possible to reduce our allowance from $12,000.00 to 
$10,800.00. 


Budget.— After careful consideration of our needs we respect- 
fully request Synod to grant the following appropriation for the next 
two years: Regular allowance, $900.00 per month. Special allowance 
for painting, decorating and repairs, $1500.00. 

Trucks Donated.—The Young People’s Societies and Luther 
Leagues of the Miami Valley succeeded in collecting sufficient funds with 
which to purchase and donate to the Home a small Ford truck for gen- 
eral purposes and also a large International school hack to be used in 
transporting the children to and from church and the like. This splendid 
outfit is highly appreciated by the Wernle family. Cost of outfit $2208.32.

From the Treasurer’s report submitted to you it may be readily in- 
ferred that the appropriation is rather insufficient and we petition this 
honorable body to grant $12,000.00 annually during the ata two 
years for the maintenance of the Homes.

ST. JOHN’S HOSPITAL AND OLD FOLKS’ HOME, SPRING- 
FIELD, MINN. 


God has been with us. Though our sins fill Him with anger He was 
not weary of giving. 

His springs of mercy were ever flowing. His beneficent love and mercy 
has preserved us from many troubles and dangers, supplied our bodies with 
food and raiment, provided for our spiritual wants, strengthened us in 
days of adversity. Therefore fervent gratitude toward the giver of every 
good and perfect gift fills our hearts for the loving kindness bestowed upon 
our institution during the past two years. To Him alone belong honor and 
praise. 

Our report in detail is as follows: 7 

The Old Folks’ Home cared in the last biennium for 16 inmates, 6 
men and 10 women. Four persons were received, 2 died, 2 were dismissed. 
In the Home there are at present 6 men and 10 women. We earnestly call 
your attention to the following deplorable condition of the institution: In 
the last biennium our Home was completely filled, 27 inquiries and applica- 
- tions for admission were received —two from pastors of our Synod. But 
in the most cases we had to reject these applications for lack of room. In 
the Hospital Department 91 patients were admitted for treatment, 60 opera- 
tions were performed all successfully. We regret that our deaconess, Sister 
Anna, resigned. Upon request Miss A. Pank remained on duty to the day 
of this writing. As it was impossible for Rev. Wm. von Fischer, Spring- 
field, Minn., to be president of your board on account of the regulations of 
Joint Synod, he was elected Superintendent of the institution. Rev. W. 
Striepe and Mr. E. Bauch became members of the board in 1920. The 
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health of the inmates has been very satisfactory. The appended treas- 
urer’s report will give all information as to our finances; also our repre- 
sentatives present at Synod’s meeting in Detroit can give detailed informa- 
tion. It may be mentioned that the earnings of the Hoapital Department 
aided us considerably to pay all our expenses in the last biennium. Yes, 
according to the request of the General Treasurer, Mr. G. Conrad we was 
able to reduce the allowance of Synod to $8,000.00. But on account of the 
economical management we had to postpone a number of most necessary 
repairs. 

Money in trust for inmates of the Home we have on hand $6722.71; 
money in trust now at our disposal mortis causa $3679.11. These moneys 
are invested in Bank certificates of the State Bank of Springfield, Minn. 
On account of the present urgent need of absolutely necessary repairs of 


the building we earnestly and respectfully beg authorization to spend the ~ 


amount at our disposal for the purpose named, _, 

Regarding the situation, that we could admit only four persons out of 
27 mostly worthy applicants—some of them in such sad circumstances 
that it was a pity to refuse admission — Synod will recognize that there 
is a crying need for enlargement of the institution. Two years ago we 
urged a second modest building. But we withdrew our petition because 
Synod gave us full assurance that our institution would be included in the 
number of the institutions participating in the Million Dollar Offering. Un- 
fortunately we have not as yet received authority to proceed with the erec- 
tion of a suitable building. May it be granted at this session. 

It would be highly beneficial to our institution to have a larger tract 
of land. An offer of some land is made and a few hundred dollars have 
been promised for securing more land. We therefore ask for permission 
to establish a farm fund. Furthermore we ask to be permitted to add to 
the said fund the money held in trust for inmates after it is at our dis- 
posal mortis causa. 

We also ask for an appropriation of $3000.00 per annum. In case a 
new building can be erected the allowance must be increased to $4500.00 
per annum. si. 

We further bring to your attention the fact, that the term of office 
of Rev. H. Pfeiffer and Mr. Fred Kettner expires with this meeting.

GRACE LUTHERAN SANATORIUM 

Shortly after the last meeting of Joint Synod the Sanatorium Board 
met and elected the following officers: Rev. Paul F. Hein, President, 
Mr. H. H. Ochs, Secretary, who resigned later as secretary and has been 
succeeded by Rev. E. G. Knaak and Mr. C. A. Krueger of Marion, Texas, 

Treasurer. | 
Complying with Joint Synod’s instruction we again called Rev. A. C. 
Ernst of Stillwater, Minn., to the Superintendency of the Sanatorium. 
_ Correspondence and consultation with other men who in the estima- 
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tion of the Board were suitable for the position convinced us that there 
was no inclination on their part to consider a call, and after conferring 
with Grace Congregation of San Antonio, we arrived at an agreement 
by which Rev. Paul F. Hein was again called jointly to serve as Superin- 
tendent of the Sanatorium and pastor of the congregation. This call 
was accepted and under this arrangement the work is being conducted 
to our perfect satisfaction and more economically than we could expect 
to do it otherwise. We request Joint Synod to indorse this ata and 
authorize us to continue this arrangement. 

Neighboring congregations have been invited to appoint visiting com- 
mittees who regularly inspect the institution, and this has resulted in 
much greater interest on the part of these congregations and more liberal 
contribution to the Sanatorium. 

During the past two years the Sanatorium has been helpful to Lu- 
theran patients of our Synod in a much greater measure than before 
and it has become more and more apparent, that in the interest of 
tubercular patients such an institution is a necessity and Grace Lutheran 
Sanatorium is supplying this need. The pastoral care of the patients is 


- in charge of Rev. E. G. Knaak, who visits them privately and conducts 


divine services for them regularly. The moneys realized from the 
Christmas seals have enabled us to pay in full for the property adjoining 
the institution and bought by order of Joint Synod for Sixty-five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($6,500). There is no indebtedness resting upon the in- 
stitution. We have secured the service of a very excellent local physician, 
Dr. James L. Anderson. 
The relations of officials and patients have been exceptionally agree- 
able and harmonious. i 
- Our most urgent need at this time is the dining room and kitchen 
building promised to us by Joint Synod from the million dollar offering. 


- We requested the Board of Administration to permit us to erect this 


building last fall, but they could not see their way clear to give us this 
permission since the moneys were not available. Permit us at this time 
to repeat our petition for this improvement so urgently needed. 

In answet to Joint Synod’s invitation extended to the Iowa Synod 
to co-operate with us in the work of the Sanatorium and to be represented 
on our Sanatorium Board, .the President of the Iowa Synod and the 
Texas District of said Synod have informed us that they would prefer to 
see the two Synods organizally united and are ready to confer with our 
Synod to that end.

REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF MISSIONS 


HOME MISSIONS 


By the grace of God we are able to report progress in our Home Mis- 
sion work also during the past two years. Pastors and graduates from 
our seminaries have shown more willingness to labor in mission fields, 
and our people have responded more liberally than ever before to furnish 
the necessary funds. 

During the past two years we had 147 missionaries ae in our 
mission fields in the United States and Canada. 
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During the past two years four missions became self-sustaining. July 
922, we had 118 missionaries and one parochial school teacher on our 
list and three graduates from our seminaries who accepted calls but had 
not yet entered their fields of labor. 
During the past two years 22 pastors, 12 graduates from our sem- 
inary at Columbus, O., 8 graduates from our seminary at St. Paul, Minn., 


and one graduate from our sister seminary at Dubuque, Ia. accepted 
calls into mission fields. 


The Smaller Number of Missions Becoming Self-Sustaining 


The reason for this in part is the increase of salaries granted all 
missionaries after the last meeting of Joint Synod, which increase 
amounted to an average of about $200.00 for each missionary. 

While the majority of missions assumed a portion of this increase, 
the rents have been on the increase right along, so that considerably more 
money was needed to furnish the missionaries with adequate homes, as the 
majority of missions have no parsonages to furnish their pastors. A con- 
iderable number of missions have assumed enough more of the support of 
their pastors during the past two years to have enabled them to declare 
themselves self-sustaining at the old rate of salaries and rents, but will 
have to have a little more time to enable them to do so now. . The total 
failure of crops in some parts of the states of Montana and North Dakota 
as also in some sections of the Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
Canada, during the past two years haye in some instances required even 
larger appropriations from the mission treasury. 


Organization 
At the first Board meeting held after the last meeting of Joint Synod 
the Board organized by electing Rev. M. R. Walter president and the 


Revs. M. R. Walter, A. C. Schiff, E. Poppen and E. F. We. Seetheve 
as the Executive Committee. 


After our Heavenly Father transferred from the Church Militant to 
the Church Triumphant our president, the Rev. M. R. Walter, the Board 
elected Rev. A. C. Schiff as president and Rev. George Troutman as 
member of the Executive Committee. 


With the approval. of the General President, Rev. J. W. Schillinger 
was elected to serve the unexpired term of the late Rev. M. R. Walter.

Though our people responded more liberally than ever before, the 


‘receipts did not quite amount to $100,000.00 per annum, so that the General 


Treasurer is compelled to report a deficit for this treasury of $6,146.18, 
though the Board attempted to remain within receipts with the ex- 
penditures. 
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Meetings With the District Presidents 
This new arrangement approved by Joint Synod two years ago has 
proven very advantageous and satisfactory. During the months of 
November of each year two full days were spent in conference and work. 
At the meeting held November 15 and 16, 1921, the lodge situation 
was also discussed at considerable length with the following resolution 
placed on record, though the same was not adopted unanimously : 


“Resolved, That the rule of Joint Synod of the year 1888 with refer- 


ence to lodge members, be the rule to be applied to mission congregations, 
with the following interpretation: Under certain conditions, by way of 
exception, a lodge member may be received into a congregation, but 
always having in view that the lodge member is eventually to come out 


of the lodge.” ‘ 
! uture Needs 


a. Your attention is called to the fact that 12 new missions were 
organized and manned during the past two years. The Board is being 
urged from all sections of Joint Synod to enter new fields, especially 


where opportunities are being offered in larger cities. The Board to — 


remain within the appropriation, granted by Joint Synod, was compelled 
to refuse a number of very urgent requests and will have to continue to 
hold back on éntering more new mission fields unless Joint Synod will 
appropriate and furnish more money for this department of our church 
work. We are therefore respectfully making a request for an annual 
appropriation of $125,000.00. 

b. For Australia we would ask for an appropriation of $2,500.00 per 
c. In Brazil, South America, a door seems to have been opened to 
us through a call from two congregations of the Synod of Catharina to 
Rev. Thomas Petersen. After consultation and with the approval of the 
General President and our Vice-President, the Board granted an appro- 
priation of $125.00 and advanced $350.00 toward moving expenses, sub- 
ject to the approval of Joint Synod. 


Church Building Fund 


| The demands upon this treasury have been so many and so insistent 
that it would require about $100,000.00 to grant the loans requested to 
date. During the years when building lots, material and labor were con- 
siderably lower, a loan of a few thousand dollars was sufficient for the 
purchase of a building site and the erection of a modest chapel. How- 
ever times and conditions have so changed that much more money is now 
needed to enable a mission to acquire a building site and chapel. Even 
in smaller towns $10,000.00 and more is needed, and, as a rule the Church 
Building Board is asked to furnish the greater part in the form of a loan. 

The demand for loans have more than taxed our resources so that we 
were compelled during the past year to borrow money to enable us to 
help in most urgent cases, though this was contrary te the resolution of 
Joint Synod of the year 1918. Koes 
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if The Board and the General Treasurer have urged congregations 

it having loans to refund as soon and as much as possible, but the refunds 

i have not been sufficient, and most likely will not be so in the future to meet 

san the demands for new loans, unless this fund is materially increased from 
year to year. 

hy The Building Fund amounts to almost $400,000.00, but even if the 

| i refunds would amount to something like $$50,000.00 per annum, this would 

fe not be adequate for the demands made upon this fund. The Board has 

| it been compelled to refusé to take up new work in several large cities 

vt ade because we were not able to promise or furnish the necessary funds for 

the church equipment. While the Board will continue to urge refunding 

of loans, we see no other way out of the difficulty than to ask Joint 

Synod for an appropriation of $25,000.00 per annum for the Church 

Building Fund. In this connection we would also ask, whether Joint 

Synod expects the Board to strictly carry out the instructions with refer- 

| : ence to refunds on loans from this fund? The rules and regulations 

1? require that congregations receiving loans refund this amount in five 


a. equal payments within five years after the loan has been granted. Our 
" present experience is that most missions do not seem to think of making

We take pleasure in reporting that under God’s blessing this work 
has been unusually successful during the past biennium. After years 
of patient waiting we seem now to be entering upon the fruits of our 
labors and to see encouraging signs of progress. The field has widened, 
the membership has increased, and the work is receiving greater support. 

Organization.— The Board organized by re-electing its old 
officers, Judge Dobler, President; Rev. Neumann, Secretary, and Mr. 
Gunkel, Treasurer. | 

Missions.— The results in the mission field has been varied. 
The older portions, Maryland and Mississippi, have not kept pace with 
the growth in Alabama, which from the very beginning has shown the 
best prospects. New work was begun in Cleveland, Ohio, by Rev. Mautz 
among the large colored population which had recently moved there 
from the South. He was assisted by the City Mission Society ahd by the 
local pastors. Later a summer Bible school was conducted by a worker 
from Alabama. Last September a congregation of 16 members was or- 
ganized. A property in a desirable location was offered to us for 
$11,000.00, but the contributions to the building fund fell so far short 
that it was impossible to take advantage of the opportunity. Pastor 
Mautz was called to the work but did not accept. Consequently the work 
not making much progress at present.. The colored population is 
being rapidly provided with churches and the unusual chance which we 
had én being early upon the field will soon be a thing of the past. There 
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is no suitable place for services and Rev. Mautz can no longer give his 
time to this mission. Our workmust invariably suffer when we fail 
to receive the funds-which have been voted to us. 

Cleveland has been the only field of importance occupied in the past 
two years. In Alabama two small missions were dropped and a third was 
removed to a better location three miles away. Work was begun at four 
new points in the rural districts. 

Buildings. — The school in Prattville was finished and dedicated 
in October, 1920. In March, 1922, an old Southern mansion located on 
an entire city block of almost four acres was purchased in Tuscaloosa. 
There are on this land other buildings, such as a large two-story garage, 
a corner store renting for $20.00 a month and a tenant house. The price 
paid was $8,500.00 together with the four lots which had previously been 
acquired by the Board. The house will be used by the local school at 
present, but the ultimate purpose is to make it a boarding school for 
advanced pupils whenever it becomes necessary to establish a High School 
or Academy. It will be necessary to expend about $2,500.00 for repairs, 
alterations, school furniture, sewer assessment, water connections and 
other plumbing. The policy of the Board has been to avoid debt and 
this has always been achieved in the case of the current expenses, but the 
acquisition of this property was so desirable and necessary that the pur- 
chase was made in spite of the lack of funds. 


Higher Education.— The work is still greatly handicapped by 
lack of capable assistants. There has been no increase in the number of’ 
pastors. However four sectarian preachers have been catechized and 
confirmed and these men give aid to Rev. Bracy in filling his appoint- 
ments. They at the same time are pursuing their studies and if they give 
satisfaction their names in time are to be added to our ministerial roll. 
Such men are poorly equipped, but we are compelled to use them in order 
to have the necessary preaching. 

There are two boys at Woodville; but the girls are no longer sent 
there. One former Woodville girl studied this last year at the Milwaukee 
Deaconess Motherhouse and expects to teach this fall. She will be our 
first teacher with a Lutheran education. Two girls have been sent to 
take the summer course in the Normal College of the Iowa Synod at 
Waverly, Iowa. All the other advanced pupils have been taught at Mont- 
- gomery mostly by the Superintendent, himself. There were -16 pupils in 
the class of whom 14 received financial help from the Board. Most of 


these latter children received but poor preliminary training and their 


mentality is not of a high order, yet we trust that this is the humble be- 
ginning of an institution for higher education in which our future workers 


can be trained. An honest effort has been made to do the best that was 


possible with the material at hand and to carry out the instructions of 
Joint Synod. 
New Fields. — Some preliminary work has been done at Mobile 


- and Anniston, Ala., and at Pensacola, Fla: We are being welcomed by a | 


nice class of people and the beginnings are much more auspicious than 
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hithefto. The prospects for successful work are bright as conditions are 
now more favorable than in times past. Our intention is to begin Sunday 
schools and then to provide mission schools for the Sunday school pupils 
exclusively. Montgomery is now a mission center with work conducted 
at eight different points in that vicinity and it is planned to make these 
new places similar centers both to the North and to the South of our 
present field. 
Miscellaneous.— We now have property valued at $40,000.00. 
The titles have been made out in different names. We suggest that we 
be directed to transfer title to Joint Synod of all our property with an 
authorization of the President of Joint Synod to execute such deeds or 
other conveyances, as our Board may from time to time desire, with the 
approval of the Board of Administration if that may seem advisable. 
We respectfully ask that an annual appropriation of $24,000.00 be 
granted for current expenses and $10,000.00 annually for building purposes. 
The terms of Rev. Mees and of Mr. Gunkel expire at this meeting: 
In conclusion we would ask the loyal support of all our pastors and 
people for this portion of Synod’s work. It has grown more during the 
last year than it did during the first 25 years of its existence. It is 
economically conducted. In many respects it is the cheapest work that 
Synod does. We look forward to a steady growth and hope to report 
more satisfactory progress in the future. The race problem in our land 
is acute and is still unsolved. The money applied to this work applies 
the remedy of the Gospel and blesses not only the blacks who receive 
but the whites who give and will add to the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of both races who must dwell side by side in this country.

The Board elected Dr. Pfeiffer President, Mr. Wm. Altman Treasurer, 
and J. H. Schneider Secretary. 
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Paul and Columbus, Dr. Hemminghaus could not attend the meetings of 
the Board regularly, and since the constantly growing work is presenting 
more and more serious problems, it was resolved in the meeting held in 
Febrary, 1921, that with the consent of the General President, and subject 
to the approval of Joint Synod, the number of members be increased to 
seven. Accordingly Rev. C. V. Sheatsley and Rev. O. Gerbich were 
elected. This action needs the approval of Synod, which should also fix 
the term of office for these additional members. | 


The Appointment of a Salaried Secretary.—The Board had 


brought the matter of having a secretary who could devote his whole 


time to the work of Foreign Missions to the attention of Synod at its 
meeting at Blue Island. Synod having acted favorably in the matter, the 
Board Resolwed, That as soon as feasible the Board appoint Rev. J. H. 
Schneider as its salaried secretary. The fixing of the salary was post- 
poned. In a meeting of the Board held December 21, 1920, the secretary 
being absent on account of sickness, the matter was again taken up and 
the following action was taken: Resolwed, That Rev. J. H. Schneider be 
herewith elected the secretary of the Board at a salary of Two Thousand 
Dollars ($2,000.00) per annum. This appointment is made on the as- 
sumption that the work will continue and develop as it is now doing. 
On the first day of April, 1921, Rev. Schneider began to devote his whole 
time to the work of the Board. 


Our Synod on the List of Recognized Boards.— After a long 
and. anxious delay, our Board was, in December 1920, informed, through 
the Secretary of the Committee of Reference and Counsel, Mr. F. P. 
Turner, that our Synod had been placed on the list of societies and 
boards recognized by the Government of India. This opened the way 
for us to send missionaries to India with much less trouble and delay 
than formerly. We owe thanks to the Foreign Missions Conference for 
the assistance it gave us in this matter. Since the British, Government 
has empowered the Secretary of said Conference to pass on all applica- 
tions for permission to enter British territory for the purpose of doing 
missionary work, our Board has, as Synod directed, sent a representa- 
tive to the meetings of that Conference, and has paid an annual contribu- 
tion to the Treasurer of that body amounting to one-fifth of one percent 
of the annual income of the Board. In our case this amounted to $75,00. 
We have saved both time and money by this arrangement. 


Our Commissioner to India Returned.—On January 13th. 1921. 
Rev. C. V. Sheatsley, whom the Board of Foreign Missions had sen ‘o 
India, landed on his homeward journey at New York, and reache! Co. 
lumbus, Ohio, January 18th. On January 26th a special meetine of the 
Board was held at which Rev. Sheatsley read a part of his repor'  ~ 
this report has been printed in English and in German, it is not 1e m 
necessary to reproduce it here, suffice it to say that the Board was by 
this report enabled to see more than ever before the greatness and im- 
portance of the field into which our Synod has been providentially placed 
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The recommendations made by the India Conference through our Com- 
missioner are here given: 


1. A missionary for every main station except Rapur, and two men 
for the schools, making eleven ordained male missionaries for the whole 
field. Rev. Sheatsley advises that Rapur also have a missionary. 

2. A competent Director for the Industrial School at Nayudupeta. 

8. An Agricultural Director. 

4. A man to supervise buildings and repairs. 

5. A supervisor of schools. 

6. A woman with a College Degree to superintend a school for girls 
at Gudur. There are some young women at the Madras College from 
our field. Probably some of these could be employed. 

7. Some Bible-woman and some Zenana worker should have charge 
of the preparation of Bible women and Zenana workers: 

8. At least one hospital should be built, possibly at Tirupati and 


Miss Laura Nicholson should be kept in mind for a position as nurse in 


this institution. A second hospital should be built later. 
9. A n Old Folks home and an Orphan’s Home should also be 


‘erected. 


10. The High School at Tirupati should be enlarged at a cost to 
Synod of probably $20,000.00. 

11. That every school in the field be furnished with Picture Cards 
and Picture Charts as they are used in our Sunday schools. , 

12. That the Brace Bends at Tirapati and Nayudupeta be rensem- | 
bered with new instruments. 

18. That the matter of an All Lutheran Seminary be discussed. 

14. Three automobiles are needed in the field. 

15. Thanks should be extended to Rev. D. G. M. Lieth, A. M., Kel- 
lett Institute, Madras, India; to Dr. Victor McCauley and his wife; to 
Rev. S. C. Burger, to the Board of Foreign Missions of the United 
Lutheran Church, and to Rev. C. V. Sheatsley. 


An Increase of Our Appropriation.—At Blue Island Synod ap- 
propriated $30,000.00 per annum for the work in India. After our Com- 
missioner had submitted his report, it was plain to the Board that it 
could not meet the unexpected demands made with this sum. Hence a 
petition was submitted to the Board of Administration, asking for an 
additional appropriation of $15,000.00, or a total of $45,000.00. This peti- 
tion was granted by the Board of Administration, the board of Foreign 
Missions being informed of thjs in April, 1921. 

The Publication of Rev. C. V. Sheatsley’s Report. — Seeing that 


‘it would be of interest and benefit to get Rev. Sheatsley’s report into the 


hands of as many of our people as possible, it was resolved to publish 
the same, asking the Literature Committee to undertake the work. Upon 


the urgent request of some pastors and conferences, this report was 


translated and published in the German language also. 
Lantern Slides.— Rev. Sheatsley having taken a number of 
photographs in India, it was. decided not only to have cuts made from ~~ 
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these to illustrate his report, but also to have some lantern slides pre- 
pared which can be used in lectures on India. The cost of having these 
slides made is covered by charging a small rental for their use. 


The Calling and Sending of More Missionaries.— Rev. Floyd B. 
Kantzer who had been called in 1919, but who had gone to London to 
attend the Livingston College, and Rev. Arthur B. Nicholson who had 
been called in January, 1920, obtained permits to enter British India as 
missionaries in January, 1921. Rev. Arthur Nicholson was commissioned 
in February in Rev. Steinmeyer’s church, South Chicago, Ill, and sailed 
for Bombay, India via New York, April 5th, 1921, reaching India May 
25th. 

- Rev. Floyd B. Kantzer sailed from England directly to Bombay after 
the close of school, in the summer of 1921. 

An earnest effort to get a permit for Rev. W. F. Schmidt proved 
fruitless. In February, 1921, students of Theology, Carl Schwan, and 
Carl Doermann of Capital University were called. In April, 1921, Mr. 
William C. Krengel of Lamberton, Minn., was called as Director of the 
_ Industrial School at Nayudupeta and as Supervisor of Buildings and 


Repairs. At the same time Rev. George J. Schaefer, Kindersley, Sask., 


Canada, was called as missionary to India. 

On September 25th, 1921, Rev. Carl Schwan, Rev. Carl Doermann 
and Mr. William C. Krengel, together with Mrs. Schwan and Mrs. Doer- 
mann were commissioned in Trinity Church, Rev. C. C. Hein Pastor, 
Columbus, Ohio. This party sailed from New York for Bombay, Friday, 
October 2ist, 1921. They arrived ir. India November 27th, 1921. 

On November 6th, 1921, Rev. Geo. J. Schaefer and his wife were 
commissioned in Rev. E. Lehne’s Church, St. Paul, Minn. They sailed 
from New York December 15th, 1921, arriving at their destination Janu- 
ary 27th, 1922. 


Organization of the India Conference. — Since the India Govern- 
ment required some organized body to represent our Synod in India, 
the India Conference of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio 
and Other States was organized at Tirupati on the 24th day of July, 
1920. A Constitution prepared by Rev. C. V. Sheatsley was adopted and 
permanent officers were elected in the place of those who had been ap- 
pointed temporarily. The constitution is submitted to Synod for approval. 
A set of ‘Rules governing the missionaries in India and adopted by the 
India Conference is also submitted for consideration. Both documents 
are found in a separate pamphlet. Later on additional rules were adopted 
by the India Conference and submitted to the Board. The Board has 
put these rules into the hands of a committee for careful consideration, 
but has not yet acted on them. We are therefore not ready to submit 
them to Synod for approval. 


Stations Assigned to Our First Missionaries.— The conditions 


prevailing in our India field, made it necessary to assign stations to our. 


first three missionaries already after their first year’s stay in India. 
Rev. Elmer S. Nicholson was placed in charge of Tirupati, Rev. A. W. 
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Wilch in charge of Nayudupet and Rev. Carl Oberdorfer in charge of 
Gudur. These brethren have not only charge of the station where they 
live but also in addition of several other stations. Their labors and re- 
sponsibilities are very great and would naturally hinder them in their 
study of the Telugu language. Our hope is that in course of another 
year our younger missionaries can be put in charge of some of the vacant 
main stations, thus lessening the work and the responsibility of our older 


Work Taken Up By Our Missionaries.— With the whole field 
waiting for some one to take up the management, it was not easy to 
decide just where to begin. Our missionaries decided to begin with the 
schools and with the evangelistic work. Accordingly the High School . 
for Boys at Tirupati was placed into the hands of Rev. Elmer S. Nichol- 
son. Matters are improving there. We have prospects of seeing that 
school in a condition which will make it productive of more positively 
Christian influence. The Seminary at Nayudupeta was put in the care of 
Rev. Andrew Wilch and was reopened with a goodly number of students. 
This institution will, we hope, furnish our mission with properly trained 
India workers. The Girls’ School at Gudur, in the district of Rev. Ober- 
dorfer, was placed into the hands of Miss Laura Nicholson. An encour- 
aging number of girls is already in attendance. The Industrial School 
has been put in charge of Mr. William C. Krengel. He has not had time 
to put things into working order. The Lace Making School is about to 
be removed back from Kodur to Gudur. The necessary building arrange- 
ments are being made by Mr. Krengel. Besides the evangelistic work 
done by the India workers, our missionaries are doing what they can in 
this line, using the Sunday afternoons, and enlisting the help of the boys 
in the undertaking. Even little fellows write: “We go out preaching”. 
Of coufse the actual preaching is done by the missionaries and the India 


workers, but the boys help to sing. The old-time preaching tours have 


not yet been taken up. The same is true of fine work done formerly by 
the Bible-women and the Zenana workers. If we had only ONE woman 
to act as leader, we could undertake that work, seeing that several de- 
voted young women have offered to go to India for this very purpose. 


Schoolhouses Built.— During the past seven years little or no 
repairs could be made on any of our mission property. The result is that 
a number of the buildings are suffering very much. This applies especially 
to the school-houses which are made of mud-bricks and roofed with rice 
straw. Some of these have litterally fallen down. An appeal was made 
to our people for money. to build some new school-houses after an ap- 
proved plan made by the India Conference. These buildings are to be 
built of real bricks and are to have a tile roof and cement floor. The 
estimated cost of one of these buildings is only $250.00. So far twenty- 
two parties have sent in the money for such a building. At the head 
of the list stands Rev. E. A. Boehme and his family. A total of $5,500.00 
has been received for this purpose by the secretary during the past year. 
Our brethren in India inform us that for the present this need is supplied. 
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Beneficiary Aid for India.— Since many children cannot attend 
school because they are orphans, half-orphans, or the sons and daughters 
of parents whose poverty does not permit the sending of their children 
to school, it becomes necessary for our Board to do Beneficiary work. 
Children must be received into schools in which they can be lodged and 
fed. Such Boarding Schools are found at Kodur, at Puttur, at Tirupati, 
at Gudur and at Nayudupeta. At present there are over 200 boys and 
girls attending those schools. Of this number, at this writing, 188 have 
patrons who pay $25.00 a year for their proteges. Some of the Board- 
ing School pupils should be in an Orphanage. Since, however, we have 
no such institution in our field in India, we must take them into the 
Boarding Schools. The India Conference passes on every case before 
admitting a child. Mrs. Rev. Elmer S. Nicholson attends to the India 
end of this work. She keeps the lists in order, receives and sends letters 
for the children. She also receives and distributes little gifts of money 
sent by the patrons for their child. The American end of the work lies 
in the hands of the secretary of the Board. He solicits patrons, receives 
and credits money sent for the support of the pupils and turns it over to 
the Treasurer of the Board. He also receives from Mrs. Nicholson the 
letters written to the patrons by the children and sends them on to their 
destination. Besides the children in the Boarding Schools, two students 
have been supported at the Madras Christian College. Each one received 
$150.00 a year. This money was furnished by the Sunday school at Bu- 
cyrus, Ohio, and by Mr. and Mrs. Peter Peters, Waverly, Wash. During 
the past fifteen months $5,385.00 have been received by the secretary for 
our beneficiary work in India. 

Special Wants Supplied.— The schools and the churches lack 
proper musical instruments. When this was made known, 19 violins were 
furnished by our people, the majority coming from Wheeling, W. Va. 
One organ was furnished by Mr. Jacobs of Ft. Wayne, Ind., and another 
was bought with the gifts of many friends of missions. For the Brass 
Bands at Nayudupeta and Tirupati, Rev. Sheatsley gathered $179.00. This 
money was all turned over to the Treasurer ‘and has by him been sent 
to India. 

Visitors.— By invitation of the Board, Rev. S. C. Burger, who 
rendered such valuable services in our field in India, and who is on a fur- 
lough in the United States, attended a meeting of the Board on Novem- 
ber 2, 1921. He gave us some interesting and valuable information es- 
pecially about the village schools in India. While with us, he was given 
a vote of thanks by the Board for the aid rendered in our work during 
the very trying war-time. : 

On Sunday, Nov. 27, 1921, Mr. F. P. Turner, secretary of the 
Foreign Mission Conference, visited such members of the Board as could 
be called together. Mr. Turner gave us information concerning the 
action of the International Missionary Council respecting the probable 
return to India of the German missionaries: The Board highly appre- 
ciates the evident interest taken in our work by Mr. Turner. 
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Monthly Meetings of the Board.— Secing that it would be to 
the best interests of our work, the Board in April, 1921, resolved that 
we meet monthly instead of quarterly. The time set is the FIRST WED- 
NESDAY of each month, at six o'clock P. M. The place of meeting is 
the Lutheran Book Concern. 


The Action of the Women’s Missionary Conference. — Since 
there is evident and great need for a hospital in our field in India, but 
since, besides a few occasional donations and still fewer bequests, nothing 
was being done towards the supplying of this need, the Women’s Mission- 
ary Conference of our Synod, at its last meeting, held in Butler, Pa., 
took this matter up for consideration. The result was that the Confer- 
ence decided that with the approval of the Board of Administration it 
would set about to raise the funds needed to build, to equip and to main- 
tain a Hospital in India. When this proposal was presented to the Board 
of Administration, this body gave its approval, with the understanding 
that no special “drive” be made in Synod through our periodicals. The 
officers of the Women’s Conference have sent out a circular letter to all 
the pastors of Synod, requesting them to interest their women’s organiza- 
tions, if they have any, in this work. Where there are no such organiza- 
tions in a congregation, the pastors are to ask all the women of the 
charge to take up this matter. The aim is to raise on an average of one’ 
dollar for every confirmed woman in every congregation in Synod. This 
aim is certainly not too high. It is not the wish of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Conference that the women of Synod decrease or discontinue any 
part of their congregational or synodical support hitherto rendered, but 
to come forward with a new contribution to this new work. Besides a- 
bequest of $1,000.00 given by a member of the congregation of Rev. H. 
Lindemann, Golden, Ill., about $1,000.00 more have been received by the 
secretary of the Board in smaller donations, making in all a Hospital ~ 
Fund of only about $2,000.00. This money is to be turned over to Mrs. 
C. E. Cronenwett, Butler, Penna., the General Financial Secretary of the 
Women’s Missionary Conference. All money intended for the India 
Hospital is to be sent to Mrs. Cronenwett. This whole matter is subject 
to the approval of Synod. | 

Transfer of the Hermannsburg Work in India.— As is known 
the Treaty of Versailles stipulated that alien Missionary property should 
be handled by a committee. After waiting a long time without receiving 
any further information concerning the disposition of the request made 
through our Commissioner to the effect that our Board be permitted to 


hold the Hermannsburg mission property, the secretary of the Board in 


May 1921 was directed to write both to India and to Germany in this 
matter. In October, 1921, Dr. Lieth, then Convener of the India Com- 


mittee appointed to aid the Government in the disposal of the German 
mission property, informed the Board that be had received a communication 


‘from Dr. G. Haccius in which Dr. H. expressed the readiness of the 
‘Hermannsburg Mission to have the property in India belonging to this 
mission transferred to our Synod. Dr. Lieth stated, however, also that 
he had no information as to what the India Government is doing in this 
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whole matter. Later on from a pamphlet sent us from India we saw 
that the matter referred to the Government by the Committee had been 


any other mission society. The matter is where it was two years ago: 
We use the property for mission purposes but it has not been legally 
transferred to our Synod. 

Ordination of India Mission Workers. — Already in July, 1921, 
Rev. C. V. Sheatsley informed the Board that certain India mission work- 
ers expressed the desire fo be ordained as pastors. When the secretary 
informed the India Conference of this wish and suggested a possible way 
of procedure, this conference replied in December, 1921, that no actual 
application for ordination had been presented to conference, and that this 


. matter could rest until Synod had adopted a mode of proceduré in such 


cases. The matter should receive the attention of Synod. We suggest 
that Synod authorize the Board and the India Conference to ordain na- 


tives found fit for the holy office of the ministry. 


A United Lutheran Church and a United Lutheran Seminary in 
India.— The India Conference reported to the Board in July, 1921, 


that it had sent a representative to a meeting held in the interest of a 


United Lutheran Church and a United Lutheran Seminary in India. In 
December the same matter came before the Board. After a careful 
consideration of the matter, the following declaration, prepared by the 
President of our Board, Dr. E. Pfeiffer, was read and adopted: “While 
we approve of the participation and co-operation of our missionaries in 
the All-India Lutheran Conference as a federation, we wish to put our- 
selves on record as declaring that according to our conviction the forma- 
tion of a United Lutheran Church in India is at present premature. We 
cannot approve the methods employed in bringing a matter of such mo- 
ment to the attention of Conference without first consulting the home 
boards on the general principles and policy involved. It is, furthermore, 
our conviction that we, on our part, cannot, at present entertain the pro- 
posal to establish a United Lutheran Seminary.” 

The starting of a United Lutheran Seminary in India was under 
contemplation by the All-India Conference already while Rev. Hartwig 
Harms was still in India. He first brought this matter to our attention. 

Legacies and Bequests.—In July, 1921, Rev. C. C. Hein, Vice- 
President of Joint Synod, reported to the Board that a Mr. Borchers of 
LeMars, Iowa, had remembered the Board of Foréign Missions in his 
Last Will and Testament. Rev. Hein had secured a copy of the will and 
had also noted how the terms of this will are being carried out. The 
whole matter lies in the hands of the trustees of the congregation to 
which Mr. Borchers belonged. Miss Permilla Hagan, Duluth, Minn., has 
made the Board of Foreign Missions a beneficiary in a Life Insurance

mitted to use the Hermannsburg mission property in India for mission 
purposes. On June 14, 1922, Mr. Oldham, prominent in missionary cir- 
cles in England, who was on his homeward journey from India, told the 
secretary that no property of German missions had been transferred to 
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Policy to the amount of $500.00. Miss Hagan pays the premiums as they 
fall due. | 

Ready to Go to India as Missionaries. — Miss Marthe Butikoffer, 
Miss Johanna Katschke and Miss Permilla Hagan are willing to go to 
India as mission workers, as soon as the Board is able to send them. A 
young woman is attending the Normal School at ,Woodville, Ohio, pre- 
paring to go. This lady pays her own way at school. Mr. Carl Krock 
is attending Capital University, preparatory to taking an Agricultural 


Course at some State University. His intention is to give his services to 
our field in India. 


of Learning Preparatory to Going to India. — Repeated requests hav- 
ing been made and one venture having been made with unsatisfactory 
results, the Board has decided that it cannot undertake the support of 
any one who desires to get a general education prior to undertaking 
mission work in India. Should any one wish to prepare for such work 
without having the means to do so, he should apply to the Berteficiary 
Board of the synodical district to which he belongs, thus complying with 
the established rule of Synod. The Beneficiary Boards are in a much 
better position to examine into the fitness of a person and to keep watch 
over the progress made. The Board hopes that Synod will approve of 
the position taken. 


Difficulties in Managing Some India Funds. — Already before our 
Commissioner arrived in India, there had arisen some dissatisfaction 
among some of the India workers respecting several funds which had 
been started by the Hermannsburg missionaries. Attempts to remove 
some objectionable features in these arrangements have been made, but 
have not yet been fully successful. The Board has no recent reports at 
hand and can, therefore, not furnish Synod with any definite informa- 
tion or ask for any specified action. The missionaries report that the 
Pension and Widows’ Fund is at present in successful operation. 

Salaries of India Mission Workers Paid By Friends of Our 
Mission. — During the past year sixteen parties, such as individuals, 
societies, Luther Leagues and the like, paid the salaries of sixteen India 
mission workers, amount to about $1,500.00. Since this money was used 
to pay the salaries of mission workers, it was deducted from the appro- 
priation made by Synod and the Board of Administration. It is, of 
course, right to do this. If, however, this were not done, the Board 
would have the opportunity to employ some more India workers when- 
ever this becomes necessary. Synod may say how this shall be done 
in the future.

Synod and the “Zeitblaetter-Magazine” of the Joint Synod recom- 
mending “that there be two editors for the joint Theological Magazine, 
one from the Iowa Synod and one from the Ohio Synod; the Iowa editor 
to have charge of the German department and the Ohio editor of the 
English department and that each be responsible for his respective de- 
partment”, Minutes 1920, page 153, C., a, b, c. The Executive Committee 
of the lowa Synod informed us that it could not accept this proposition 
inasmuch as the lowa Synod, at its convention in Waverly, Ia., in 1920, 
had approved the resolutions adopted by a joint committee at a meeting 
held in Chicago, November 11, 1919, and later on approved by the publi- 
cation boards of both Synods. These resolutions provide that there be 
one editor-in-chief and two associate editors, to be elected by a committee 
consisting of six members, three from the Iowa and three from the Ohio 
Synod, that the editor-in-chief be responsible for the contents of the 
publication, and that all articles sent in by the associate editors be sub- 
ject to his approval. The Executive Committee of the Iowa Synod ex- 
pressed its willingness, however, to discuss with representatives of our 
Synod the question of appointing an editor-in-chief and one associate 
editor, the former to edit the German, the latter to ¢dit the English sec- 
tion, under the supervision of the former. Inasmuch as your Board had 
no authority in the premises it resolved to continue the present arrange- 
ment until January 1, 1923. Synod will have to consider this matter 
again and give the Board the necessary instructions. We recommend the 
publication of an English Magazine of our own in which the practical side 
of the ministry finds due recognition. 

4. Lutheran Intersynodical Hymnal.—In answer to a request 
emanating from the Iowa Synod to discuss the feasibility of publishing 
a Lutheran Inter-Synodical Hymnal in conjunction with the Augustana 
Synod and the United Norwegian Church, your Board appointed the Rev. 
W. H. Lehmann to represent the Board at a conference held in Chicago, 
May. 3, 1921. This conference passed the following resolutions later on 
approved by your Board, to-wit: 1. That the present committee or a 
similar body be made permanent for purposes of tentative inquiry and 
deliberation as well as for the purpose of presenting the matter before 
their respective Synodical bodies. 2. That each Synod participating be 
represénted by two members on this committee. (The Rev. Em. Poppen 
was appointed by your Board as the second committee member of Joint 
Synod.) 8. That the representatives on this committee be directed to 
begin preliminary work in the gathering of material for tentative presen- 
tation to the general committee and through the committee to their re- 
spective Synods. 

All Lutheran Synods have been invited to take part, and your Board 
been informed by the secretary pro. tem. of the Lutheran Inter- 
Hymnal Committee that the invitaiton will be submitted to the 
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different Synods at their regular conventions. We recommend that Joint 
Synod participate in the work of editing and publishing a new hymnal. 

5S. Winnipeg Branch.—Inasmuch as this branch had been 
operated at a loss and the Canada District refused to buy it and assume. 
its management your Board resolved to discontinue it, December 31, 1921. 
The stock has been sold to another book house. 

6 New Sunday-School Lessons. — Beginning January 1, 1923, the 
Board will publish new uniform Sunday-school Lessons recognizing the 


church year and comprising a course of 4 years, together with a “Teach-_ 


ers’ Quarterly” for all departments. 

7. Luther League Subjects.— Beginning July 1, 1923, the Board 
will publish “Luther League Subjects.” The number of subscriptions re- 
ceived to date is very encouraging. | 

8. Publications. — If so desired the manager will submit a report 
regarding new books published during the last biennium and those now in 
preparation. 

9. Elections.— The following elections are necessary: Editors 
and Associate Editors for Kirchenzeitung, Standard, and Lutheran Youth ; 
members of the Publication Board to succeed Rev. C. W. Pflueger, Dr. 
H. J. Schuh and Prof. F. C. Mayer, each for a term of 6 years. ~

FINANCIAL REPORTS 


REPORT OF FIRST VICE PRESIDENT 


Having been given “Supervision and authority over the financial af- 
fairs heretofore vested in and executed by the President of Joint Synod,” 
the undersigned begs leave to submit the following report, to-wit: 


1. From the reports submitted by the General Treasurer you will 
see that during the last biennium Synod did not succeed in raising the 
moneys necessary to pay the appropriations made in 1920 and to meet all 
obligations assumed. The Institution Treasury shows a deficit of $50,- 
480.08 ; the Home Mission Treasury a deficit of $6,146.18; the Negro Mis- 
sion Treasury a deficit of $5,412.70, a total of $62,039.81. To this the old 
debt of $14,275.00 must be added, making a total indebtedness of $76,- 


9314.81. $1,044.08 for the old debt are still on hand, and $21,215.12 of the 


sum total assumed by the various districts are still outstanding. If the 
districts would pay the amounts pledged the indebtedness would be re- 
duced by $22,259.20, leaving Synod’s debt $54,055.61. The districts still in 
arrears ought to be urged to meet their obligations. 

_ 2. While we have not raised our appropriations and may regret not 
having reached the goal we still have reason to be grateful to God who 
has opened the hearts and hands of our people so that during the last 
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biennium they have contributed a larger sum of money toward His work 


than ever before. If we remember that during the last biennium we 
passed through a general financial and business depression which affected 
our farmers as well as the business men and the laboring class in our 
congregations, if we take into consideration that besides the contributions 
for our institutions and our mission work $421,075.44 were paid in cash 
towards the Million Dollar Offering, that furthermore the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board received about $18,000 for beneficiaries, school houses, etc., in 
India, besides its regular appropriations later on increased by the Admin- 
istration Board, and that our people sent approximately $500,000 to 
Europe through the National Lutheran Council and other agencies, we 
certainly have reason to rejoice that the preaching of the blessed Gospel 
has not been in vain, and that our people are not only hearers but also 
doers of the Word, With willing hearts and open hands many of them 
have brought their offerings to the Lord. 


3. In accordance with the recommendation of Joint Synod (Minutes 
1920, page 158, 3) the General Treasurer sends annually a card to each 
congregation showing the minimum amount expected from it according 
to the number of its communicants for the different treasuries of Synod. 
While a few may resent it, all districts have approved this method of in- 
forming our. congregations as to the financial needs of Synod and the 
minimum amount necessary to carry on our work. If every congregation 
will make it its aim to raise the amount indicated on its aim card, all 
obligations can be met by the respective treasuries. 

4. In accordance with the resolutions of Joint Synod (Minutes 1920, 
page 158, 4) all districts whose meetings the undersigned attended have’ 
appointed district finance committees. The duties of these committees 
are as follows, to-wit: 1. The chairman of this committee shall request 
of the General Treasurer to send him annually in an addressed and 
stamped envelope an Aim Card showing the minimum amount expected 
from every congregation of the district. 2. The chairman before mailing 
the Aim Card together with a circular letter shall make a list of the 
amounts expected of the various congregations in each conference of his 
district to be sent to the respective committee members. 3. At every con- 
ference meeting the members of the finance committees shall inquire 
what progress the various congregations are making toward reaching the 
desired minimum. 4. The finance committee shall submit a report at each 
meeting of the district regarding its work. 5. If requested to do so, the 
members of the finance committee shall visit the congregations and assist 
them in introducing an effective system for the collection both of the 
congregational and synodical finances. 

The committees have been at work, and in our estimation it is due 
at least in part to their efforts that the receipts of the General Institution 
Treasuries and the Mission Treasuries of 1922 have exceeded those of 
1921 by $88,404.56. We are confident that if the district finance commit- 
tees will faithfully attend to their duties, the results will be most gratify- 
ing and Synod will obtain the funds necessary to carry on its work. : 

5. In the estimation of the writer, our failure to raise our appropria- 
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tions is in part due to the lack of co-operation and the fact that our con- 
gregations are not being sufficiently informed as to the needs and oppor- 
tunities of our Synodical work. It is impossible to reach all communicants 
by means of our church papers. These papers reach but a very small 
minority. In our Synod of more than 150,000 communicants only 18,000 
church papers are sent out every week, and if each copy is read by three 
people not even one-fourth of our communicants read our church papers. 
Experience also shows that circular letters addressed to vestries and con- 
gregations and bulletins do not always reach their destination, some of 
the pastors failing to distribute them in a systematic manner. As a result 
the necessary information is withheld from our people and our work can- 
not but suffer. As a remedy the writer would suggest that Synod con- 
sider the matter of laymen’s conferences, these conferences, within the 
pastoral conferences of the districts, to consist of lay delegates from 
every congregation and to be held annually after the district meetings. 
The president of the district ought to attend them and present to the lay 
delegates the resolutions of Joint Synod and his respective district for their 
consideration and action. In this way the necessary information would. 
reach our congregations and their co-operation could be secured. 

6. In view of the fact that there is a deficit of over $50,000 (or over 
$70,000 if the districts fail to pay the amounts pledged) we would urge 
Joint Synod to exercise the utmost care in making its appropriations for 
the next biennium. We cannot and ought not to retrench. The Lord 
has given us great opportunities and we must do His work. Care, how- 
ever, should be taken that not a penny of the money which our people 
place upon the altar of the Lord as an offering of gratitude is expended 
unnecessarily, and rather than accumulate a new interest bearing debt 
which may hamper our work our boards ought to be satisfied with present 
conditions until the necessary funds are available. 

7. The report of the General Treasurer regarding the Million ‘Dollar 
Offering shows that $817,563.75 have been subscribed by 478 congregations 
numbering 96,398 communicants, $182,486.25 are still lacking, and 470 
congregations with a communicant membership of 54,223 have not re- 
ported as yet. While there is no doubt that in some sections of Synod 
some congregations are not able to contribute to the Million Dollar Of- 
fering but rather in need of assistance, others have certainly failed to do 
their duty, not co-operating with their sister congregations. Still in some 
of the districts in which on account of the financial and business depres- 
sion it had been considered advisable to postpone the campaign, the 
Brethren are now at work, and we hope by the grace of God to reach the 
goal within the present fiscal year. Synod, however, ought to reiterate 
its resolution of 1920 “that no building or improvement be undertaken 
until the full amount of money needed to cover such expense is on 
hand.”

1. On the question of organic union of the Synods of lowa 
and Ohio, we recommend the adoption of 4, page 9, of the Eng- 
lish report: 

“Since an organic union of the two synods of lowa and 
Ohio seems desirable, unless practical considerations should 
present obstacles, we recommend that for an inquiry into the — 
entire situation each Synod appoint a committee of the qualified

committee already existing for further discussion and recom- 
mendation to the respective Synods. That Dr. Schuette request 
the Joint Synod to continue the present committee on inter- 
synodical relations, and if necessary enlarge the same.” 

2. We rejoice that in the Home Mission work of the two 
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Synods of Iowa and Ohio the erection of opposition altars has 
3. The answer of the Iowa Synod on the matter of repre- 
sentation on the Boards of Seguin College and Grace Lutheran 
Sanatorium has disposed of this question. 

B. The Norwegian and Augustana Synods. 

1.. We note with satisfaction that in accordance with the 
resolution of 1920 fraternal delegates from our midst attended 
the meeting of the Iowa Synod, of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, and of the Augustana Synod, and the cordial 


reception which these delegates received. We recommend that —

C. National Lutheran Council. 


1. We gratefully acknowledge the great blessings which 
have resulted from the work of the National Lutheran Council 
during the past years, in that many of our suffering brethren 
in the faith received material assistance, institutions of mercy 
were preserved and fostered, and Lutheran F oreign Missions 
were saved from ruin. 


'2. We note with satisfaction that the new interpretation of 
the constitution of the National Lutheran Council and of the 
regulations governing its activities, if faithfully adhered to, will 
so safeguard the rights and the confessional basis of its constitu- 
ent bodies that we can without compromizing ourselves retain 
membership therein. 

3. Nevertheless, out of consideration for unity in our own 
midst and out of consideration for our relation to the Iowa 
Synod, and for other reasons, we deem it expedient to withdraw

I. A. 1, 2, and 3 were adopted in the above form. 

B. 1 and-2 were likewise adopted and the General Presi- 
dent was instructed to appoint the delegates and committee. 
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C., on our relation to the National Lutheran Council, called 
forth a long discussion. Items 1 and 2 were adopted. In 
connection with 2 the Rules and the new interpretation of the 
Constitution of the National Lutheran Council were read. . These 
show clearly that in the aims and objects of the Council there 
is nothing that would hinder cooperation on our part. It was 
said, however, that we must not forget the dangers to which 
such a connection exposes our people. We come in contact 
with pastors and Synods which are not one with us in doctrine 
and practice and which may influence our work. The conclu- 
sion could easily be drawn that synodical connection is after all 
an indifferent matter and our people be thus led into laxity of 
spirit. In addition our relief work could be carfied on in con- 


nection with other Lutheran Synods with whom we are in - 
agreement and hence suffer no interruption. On the other 


hand attention was called to the resolution of Joint Synod of 
several years ago asking that the General President put forth 
efforts to. bring about a confederation of Synods of the Lutheran 
Church of America. For sundry reasons this could not be 
accomplished then, but through the World War and the prob- 
lems arising out of it some such common organization became 
necessary. Out of this necessity the Council grew, and we 
have in this an organization something of the kind called for 
several years ago. Every effort has been made to guard against 
anything that might give offense or compromise our doctrinal 
position. There are also still in the hands of the Council large 
sums of money for relief work and for the saving of the Ger- 
man Foreign Missions, and for this reason we should remain 
to take part in the distribution. There is also still great need 
for help in the future; and there is no better organization for 
the distribution to alleviate this need than the National Lutheran 
Council. 

Item 3. was then voted down and in its stead the following 
resolutions were adopted:

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE NATIONAL LUTHERAN 


COUNCIL 
Article 
The name and title of the Body thus constituted is the NATIONAL 
LUTHERAN COUNCIL. 
Article II 


In stating its objects and purposes, the National Lutheran Council 
declares 


That it will not interfere with the organization, the inner life, or 
the principles of fellowship of its constituent Bodies ; 
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That the execution of these purposes will be carried out without 
prejudice to the confessional basis of any participating Body (i. e., 
without dealing with matters which require confessional unity) ; 

That it is the right of the Bodies themselves to determine the 
extent of co-operation. 

The objects and purposes are: 

utterances on all matters which require an expression of the common 


- conviction and sentiment of the Church. 


2. To be the representative of the Lutheran Church in America 
in its attitude toward or relations to organized bodies outside of itself. 


8. To bring to the attention of the Church all such matters as 
require common utterance or action. 


4. To further the work of recognized agencies of the Church 
that deal with problems arising out of war and other emergencies; 
to co-ordinate, harmonize, and unify their activities; and, to create 
new agencies to meet circumstances which require common action. 

5. To co-ordinate the -activities of the Church and its agencies 
for the solution of new problems which affect the religious life and 
consciousness of the people, ¢. g., social, economic, and educational 

siti 

6. To foster true Christian loyalty to the State; and to labor 
for the maintenance of a right relation between Church and State 
as distinct. divibe institut 

7. To promote the gathering and publication of true and uniform 
statistical information concerning the Lutheran Church in America. 


Article III 


The membership shall consist of representatives from every Gen- 
eral Lutheran Body or Synod that may co-operate in the execution 
of its program. Each Body shall be entitled to one representative 
for every one hundred thousand confirmed members or one-third frac- 
tion thereof; provided, however, that every participating Body shall 
be entitled to at least one representative. 

The term of office of each member shall be two years, but the 
term of the original members shall expire with the first regular meet- 
ing of the Bodies which they represent, when the members from 
that Body shall be subject to re-election or re-appointment for a term 
of two years, as the Body may decide. 


Article IV 
The officers shall be 
(1) a President, 
(2) a Vice-President, 
(3) a Secretary, 


(4) a Treasurer, 
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with the usual powers and duties of such officers. They shall be 
elected annually by the Council and hold office only at the will of the 
Article V 

There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of nine mem- 
bers—the officers of the Council and five other members to be elected 
by the Council;“which Executive Committee shall be authorized with 
power to act in all matters delegated to it by the Council. There 
shall be_also such other committees as the Coundil may from time to 
time appoint. 

Article VI 

The powers of this Council shall be vested in itself in meeting 
assembled, but all its actions shall be subject to immediate report to 
the General Bodies participating, or to their Executive Officers. 

The membership elected by each Body shall be responsible to its 
Body for the action of the Council; and shall make full report at 
every regular meeting of its Body, 
requested. 

Article VII 


Whenever, in the judgment of the Council, occasion may arise 
for the gathering and holding of funds in dealing with, or the creation 
of agencies to deal with problems arising out of war and other emer- 
gencies, or when such work of particular magnitude makes funds 
necessary, the Council is authorized to make a united appeal to the 
Bodies participating, and upon the consent of a majority of ‘them, or 
their: Executive Boards, Committees, or Officers, may make a general 
appeal, the proceeds of which shall be placed in the treasury of the 
Council for its proper disposal. 


Article VIII 


The principal office of the Council shall be in the City of New 
York, in connection with offices of the National Lutheran Commission 
for Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Welfare, subject to change, however, at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

Article 1X 


and the transaction of other business, shall be held at the principal 
office of the Council, or at such other place as may be previously 
designated by the Council, on the third Thursday in January of each 
year; at such meetings the Officers shall present full reports of the 
business and activities of the Council for the preceding year. 

Regular meetings shall be held in the principal office of thd 
Council at such times and upon such calls as the Council, by resolu- 
tion, may determine. By a two-thirds vote any single regular meet- 
ing may be held at any other place than the principal office.

or over any money or other property; and no participating Body shall 
be deemed to have any ownership or interest in such money or property — 
or any right to require an accounting as to the same, but all such 
ownership, interest, equity, and right shall be vested solely in the 
Council itself, as from time to time constituted. 


Article XI 


In\the prosecution of the work delegated to the Council, no mem- ; 
ber or members thereof, nor any of the participating Bodies, shall 
be liable for any obligation of its creation; and a provision shall be 
included in and made part of every contract in effect as follows: 


“It is agreed that no member of said Council 
shall be liable for any of its obligations, but the 
property of the Council alone shall be answerable 
for its debts and obligations.” 


If any Officer or Officers of the Council shall enter into any con- 
tract, on behalf of the Council, without the inclusion of such provision, 
he or they shall be personally liable to indemnify the other members 
against any and all loss on account of such omission. 


Article XII 
3 The Council. may make rules not inconsistent with these Articles 
with respect to any and all matters within the scope of its purposes, 

powers, and duties. 

Article XIII 
The Council may delegate to its Executive Committee authority 
and power to act for the Council ad interim of the regular meetings 
of the Council. : 
The Council may delegate its full power to any Officer or Com- 
mittee, provided that it hold itself responsible for the acts of all to 


whom it delegates powers. eee. 

Article XIV 
These Articles shall become effective when adopted by vote of 
: at least two-thirds of the members of the Council; and may be 


amended by an affirmative vote of at least two-thirds of the mem- 
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bers of the Council, and an affirmative vote of at least two-thirds of 
the Excutive Officers of the co-operating Bodies, provided at least 
sixty days’ notice of the proposed amendment be given by mail or 
otherwise, including a copy of the proposed amendment, to each member. 


Article XV 
All expenditures of the NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


are to be apportioned on each participating Body according to its con- 
firmed membership. 


If the contributions received from any Body should not be suf- 
ficient to cover its apportionment, the deficit shall be apportioned on 
the other participating Bodies on the above mentioned basis. 


‘“ Any surplus remaining out of the contributiqns of any Body 
after deducting such Body’s apportionment of expenditures as above 
provided for, shall, upon the dissolution or termination of the Coun- 
cil, be returned to the treasury of such Body. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE REPORT 
As finally adopted, interpreting the Articles of Association 


A. In accordance with the regulations governing the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council, it is not a federation but only a repre- 
sentative agency of the general Bodies supporting it and exists 
for specific purposes. 

1. It is recommended that the term “constituent Bodies” 
in the first sentence in Article II of the Regulations Governing 
the National Lutheran Council be understood as meaning nothing 
more than “participating Bodies.” 

2. It is recommended that the letterheads and literature of 
the National Lutheran Council carry the following statement: 
“An Agency for” to be followed by an alphabetical listof the 
participating Bodies. 

3. The National Lutheran Council should use the regular 
Commissioners on all its committees. In an emergency, however, 
committees may be appointed outside of the Commissioners, but 
with the consent and approval of the president of the partici- 
pating Bodies. 

4. It is recommended that the National Lutheran Council 
shall not hold formal memertny in other agencies of the gen- 
eral Bodies.

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C. Regular Work.

Organized Bodies and movements outside of the Lu- 
theran Church that may reqyire common action. This is to 
be undertaken only after consultation with the authorities of the 
general Bodies. 
2. Statistics: includes the Year Book (the Lutheran World 
Almanac and Annual Encyclopedia). It is to be directed by the 
Council itself in consultation with the statistical authorities of 
the general Bodies. With reference to general Bodies not sup- 
porting the National Lutheran Council it may seek cooperation 
with their statistical authorities. 
3. Reference Library: A center of valuable information 
_ for the Church in general. 
4. Lutheran Bureau: For purpose of publicity. No spe- 
cial committee for it seems to be needed. The work of conduct- | 
ing campaigns for institutions, ¢tc., can be abandoned. 
5. Additional items of regular work may be undertaken 
only with the specific consent of the general Bodies which sup- : 
port-the National Lutheran Council. 4 
D. Emergency Work. 


1. To bring physical help to Lutherans in countries affected 
by war, famine and other calamities. 

2. As far as possible to grant to groups, which, according 
to their confession, are true Lutherans, the material: aid which 
is essential to the reconstruction of their Church work. 

3. In cooperation with the Foreign Missions Conference 
to sustain by gifts and loans Lutheran missionary societies in 
different countries which withopt this help from America would 
be ruined or at least be essentially hampered in their mission. 
For the purpose of this emergency work, the National Lutheran 
Council may, until the emergency has passed, hold membership 
ir the Lutheran Foreign Missions Conference. 


4. To operate for the general Bodies in any new emergen- 
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cies which may arise. This may be done, however, only with the 
consent of the ad interim executive authorities of the general 

~5. Whenever any emergency work is to be conducted it 
shall be carried on by a separate emergency department of the 
National Lutheran Council in case it cannot be conducted by 
the executive office itself. This special department is to be dis- 
continued as soon as the emergency ceases. 


E. Finances of Regular Work. 


It is estimated that the cost of this service to the Church 
will be $30,000 per year. In accordance with the Articles of 
Agreement (No. XV), this amount shall be apportioned on the 
general Bodies which support the National Lutheran Council, 
beginning January I, 1923. 

F. Finances of Emergency work. 

1. The present emergency shall be arranged as soon as 
possible so that it will be carried on to its conclusion entirely by 
a special department of the National Lutheran Council. The 
National Lutheran Council expresses its conviction that the relief 
work in Europe should be continued and recommends to the par- 
ticipating Bodies that an appeal for funds be made. 

2. All new emergencies which may arise and which are 
to be cared for by the National Lutheran Council, jn accordance 
with D-4 and 5 above, shall be financed by special methods which 
are to be consented to by the ad interim executive authorities of 


the general Bodies. ’

RULES GOVERNING THE BOARD OF AIDS 


1. All pastors and teachers, also their families, are, os ie 
count of membership and service in Synod, rightly entitled to 
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support from this treasury. This right, however, may be for- 
feited if any pastor or teacher year after year manifestly and in- 
tentionally ‘remains indifferent to and disregards.the obligation 
resting on him as regards this treasury. If, notwithstanding, in 
such a case aid is given, it is done by favor and not by right. 

2. This board consists of seven members, elected by Synod, 
of which there shall be three pastors, two teachers and two lay- 
men; and their time of service is set at 6 resp. 4 years; and in 
such wise that at every regular meeting of Synod an election or 
re-election takes, place. Care should be taken that members do 
not live too far apart. 

3. Purpose 6f this board is: With word and deed to aid 
disabled and superannuated pastors and teachers as well as pas- 
tors’ and teachers’ widows and orphans. 

4. To carry out this purpose it shall be their duty to see 
to it that necessary means be supplied and conscientiously dis-’ 
tributed among the needy. 

5. In setting aside an amount of aid for any person or 
family the board shall take into consideration only the distress to 
be relieved. 

It shall not be expected that a brother in time of need, or in 
case of death, the widow apply for aid. This shall be the duty 
of officers of conference within whose limits the brother labors 
or has labored. These officers shall impart to the board con- 
fidential information, in which they portray the intimate circum- 
stances of pertinent case of need. To this end the treasurer 
shall annually request the district presidents to call attention of 
presidents of conferences to this rule. 

6. - The board organizes by election of chairman, treasurer, 
and secretary ; and shall convene once a year in regular session. 
- The expenses incurred thereby shall be paid out of funds in 
their hands. 

The collector, or committee, of each district shall furnish the _ 
treasurer with an accurate list of contributions of each pastor,. 
teacher and congregation; this shall be done within thirty days 
after the meeting of District. 

7. For its administration the board is answerable to Synod ; 
and reports are to be made at every regular meeting. 

8. With reference to plans, as well as supply of means, the 
board asks Synod for sanction and advice. Also any rules of 
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great importance must be sanctioned by Synod before they are 
binding. 

9. Each district elects a committee whose duty it is to 
report to president of district and to see to it that ‘this treasury 
within the district receives general and sufficient support. For 
this purpose each congregation is asked to hold an annual col- 
lection and each pastor and teacher to contribute one per cent 
of his salary, house rent and other side income to be excluded. 


D. MISSIONS 
I. HOME MISSIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 33-38) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee 

1. We are gratified to note that there has been more willing. 
ness on the part of pastors and students to labor in mission 
fields and that our people have shown greater liberality in sup- 
port of this work. . 

2. We note with regret the loss of Pastor M. R. Walter, 
who has entered-into rest, and we express our appreciation of 
his many years of faithful service on the Home Mission Board 
and voice the conviction that his self-sacrificing labors have not 
been in vain. 

3. Pertaining to the resolution of the District Presidents 
and the Mission Board with reference to the lodge question 
and home missions, we would recommend that this resolution 
be discussed in connection with the~todgs resolutions 
by several Districts. 

4. We recommend that the sum of $475 which the Home 
Board appropriated for Rev. Thomas Petersen be approved 
and that the request for an additional sum of $175 be granted; 
and that the petition of three pastors, Thos. Petersen, H. Wrede, 
and J. Langholf of the State of Do Espirito Sancto, Brazil, 
forwarded to the Joint Synod through our Home Mission Board, 
for a special appropriation of $5,000 for further work and 
workers be granted, however, with the understanding that the 
relation of these men to the Synods of Catharina and lowa be 
first ascertained and rightly adjusted. 

5. We recommend in answer to their question that the 
Board of Home Missions be held to carry out the instructions 
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of Joint Synod as to the refunds, but that the power be given 
them to continue as they have been doing recently in the carry- 
ing out of this rule. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


Items 1, 2 and 3 were adopted. 

To item 4 the information was given that the field in Brazil 
is located about 800 miles from the headquarters of the Synod 
of Catharina and is at present served by three pastors, one of 
whom is Pastor Thos. Petersen of our Synod. The field com- 
prises about 25,000 Lutheran people and was supported before 
the war by the Gotteskasten of Germany. Since the war this 
support has been made impossible and they now come to us for 
help and desire to unite with our body. They desire at least 
two more men to man the field in some measure. After this 
explanation the item was adopted. 


Item 5 was adopted. . 


ll. NEGRO MISSIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 37-39) | 
Report of the Preliminary Committee 
1. We approve the work done at Cleveland, Ohio, and urge 
the Board to continue their efforts there. 


2. We recommmend that the titles to all our property now 
used in this work be transferred to Joint Synod, and, in case of 
sale, the President of Joint Synod be authorized to execute 
such deeds or other conveyances as the Board may from time 
to time desire. 


3. The progress of our Negro Mission Work has ray 
under the blessing of God, more encouraging during the past 
biennium. We note with pleasure the completion of the Pratt- 
ville school, and the purchase of a mansion and four acres of 
ground at Tuscaloosa, Ala., and are gratified to read statistics, 
accompanying the report, and to learn that as many as ninety- 
nine persons were confirmed in the past biennium. Though it 
appears that the work has been hampered by the want of funds 
as well as by difficulty in attracting pastors to labor among the 
colored people, yet we direct the Board to continue its efforts 4o 
increase its activities and to extend its field in the South. _ To 
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this end our pastors and congregations should be urged to keep 


up their interest in this work.

With grateful hearts to God, we voice our apprecia- 
tion of the splendid zeal of the Women’s Missionary Conference 
manifested in supporting and furthering the work of Synod, 
especially in the field of Foreign Missions. | 

b. We heartily approve their proposed plan embracing the 
erection, equipment and maintenance of a hospital for women 
and children in our India Mission field to be known as “The 
Women’s Hospital of the Ohio Mission,” and we authorize the 
Board. of Foreign Missions to erect and equip a hospital or 
hospitals in India as soon as the funds for this ees are in 
hand. 
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c. We commend the foresight of the Conference in send- 
ing their President to the meeting “of Synod for the purpose of 
giving information and answering whatever questioris may be

- §. Touching the situation of the property in India the fol- 
lowing recommendation was give the India government: 
“To recommend Government to sanction the transfer of the 
property hitherto belonging to the Hermannsburg Evangelical 
Lutheran Mission to the Joint Synod of Ohio to be held in trust 
for the Church founded by the Hermannsburg Evangelical 
Lutheran Mission on condition that alienation of the property 


transferred do not take place without the consent of the Board 
of Trustees.” 


The Government in turn placed the entire matter in the 
hands of “The Board of Trustees of Enemy Property,” whose 
final action we still await. (P. 46.) — 


6. We recommend that Synod authorize the India Con- 
ference under the direction of the Board of Foreign Missions 
to ordain natives, who are found fit for the office of the holy 
_ ministry. (P. 47.) 

7. We recommend that Synod approve the action taken by 
the Board as follows: 

“While we approve of the participation and cooperation 
of our missionaries in the All-India Lutheran Conference as 
a federation, we wish to put ourselves on record as declaring 
that according to our conviction the formation of a United 
Lutheran Church in India is at present premature. It is further- 
more our conviction that we, on our part, cannot, at present 
entertain the proposal to establish a United Lutheran Semi- 
nary.”

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


Items 1 and 2 were adopted; likewise item 3 after the Con- 
stitution of the India Conference had been read and a resolu- 
tion had been passed to print it in the minutes. 

Item 4, a, b, and c, was discussed in the presence of Miss 
Katherine Lehmann, the President of the Women’s Missionary 
Conference. Miss Lehmann gave Synod a very clear view of © 
the purposes of the Women’s organization, emphasizing the fact 
that in every way they were endeavoring to proceed in an orderly 
way and in harmony with the purposes of Synod. Naturally 
the women were interested in the founding of a hospital for 


_women and children since no such institution is found in or near 


our field. It is the purpose of the Conference to build, equip, 
and support the project. ~The women are, however, not averse 
to helping in the establishment of other hospitals. Miss Leh- 
mann asked for the hearty support and cooperation of all pastors 
in presenting the matter to the women of their congregations. 
The item was then adopted. 


Items 5 to 11 were all adopted. Under item 10 the greetings 
of the India Conference were read by the English Secretary.

Article Name 


_ The name of this body shall be the Jndia Conference of the Evan- 
‘gelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. 


Article Il — Object 


The object shall be the propagation of the Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ according to His command and to His honor and glory, and the 
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attendant control of the work, workers and institutions connected there- 


_with in the Madras Presidency, India. 


Article — Control 


The Conference shall accord with the Evangélical Lutheran Joint 
Synod of Ohio and Other States in doctrine and polity and in its actions 
it shall be governed by the Board of Foreign Missions of the aforesaid 
synod. 

Article IV — Membership 


The membership of this Conference shall consist of all missionaries 
and mission workers duly appointed by the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the Joint Synod. 


Article V — Functions 


The Conference shall have control of : : 

1, The discussion of doctrinal and practical subjects pertaining to 
the work of the Church.

8. Only male members of the Conference can hold the offices of 
President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer.

RULES FOR MISSIONARIES IN INDIA UNDER THE JOINT 


SYNOD OF OHIO 


I. Missionaries on Furlough ) ; 


Furlough is defined as a period of rest after a full term of 
service in the field under the jurisdiction of the Board. 

All arrangements for furlough shall be made by the Mission 
Conference subject to the ratification of the Board. 

Unless otherwise determined, missionaries shall spend their fur- 
lough in America. 

Furlough granted on account of sickness or other causes not 
provided under the rulés shall be regulated as to length and 
allowances by the Board as the merits in each case demand. 
The missionary immediately upon his arrival in the homeland 
shall report the date of arrival to the office of the Board. 

As soon as possible after arrival the missionary shall arrange 
to report in person to the Board and arrange fdr the medical 
examination of himself and family; at the same time presenting 
an account of his traveling expenses to the Treasurer of the 
Board. 

Missionaries on furlough are under the direction of the Board as 
to their residence, studies and work. 
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Before engaging in definite work, advocating new projects or 
soliciting funds for any objects, missionaries shall obtain the 
sanction of the Board. 

Furlough salary shall begin on the date of leaving the field on 
furlough and shall end on the date of reaching the field after 
furlough. 

Men missionaries shall be entitled to farlough at the end of 
every seven years of service. . 

Women missionaries shall be entitled to furlough at the end of 
every five years of service. | 

Husbands, separated from their families, shall be entitled to 
furlough after five years of such separation, the length of 
furlough to be determined by the Board. 


The length of each furlough shall not exceed 18 months. 


Leave of 
A. Hot Season Vacation. 


1. Every missionary shall be ininiile entitled to a leave of 
absence of seven weeks in the hills or other vacation resort, 
including the time necessary for the journey in both direc- 
tions. 

2. No leave to the hills shall exceed seven weeks, except in 
case of sickness or in the case of new missionaries engaged 
in the study of the language. 

3. Missionaries shall avail themselves of hill-leave at such 
time as they can best be spared and with due regard to the 
leave of their fellow-workers ahd their own health. 


4. Each missionary shall receive Rs. 100/— per annum as hill 
allowance, and each child Rs. 50/— per annum. 


B. Casual Leave. 


1. Missionaries shall not absent themselves from their stations 
for more than two days without consent of the President 
of the Conference. 


2. In case of leave on mission business, second-class railway 


fare and Rs. 5/— per day shall be allowed. In case of 
leave on personal affairs no allowance shall be granted. 


C. Sick Leave. 


1. All cases of sickness disqualifying for work shall be re- 
ported through the Conference to the Board after one 
month’s illness. 

2. In casé of prolonged illness, full salary for four months 
may be granted by the Board upon the recommendation of 
the Conference, after which time the case may be reopened,

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IV. VENEZUELA, SOUTH AMERICA 
(Official Reports, p. 50) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted 


We recommend that the action of the Board of Foreign 
Missions with reference to work in Venezuela be ratified, re- 
quest, however, the Men’s Missionary Conference and the For- 
eign Mission Board to take further steps in this matter to de- 
termine whether this work cannot be taken up later. 


Vv. MEXICO 
(Official Reports, pp. 113-114) 
- Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted 
We request Synod to act favorably upon the request of the 
Texas District in regard to the Mexican work, to place this field 


temporarily in charge of the Board of Foreign Missions, and to 
grant the request of an appropriation of $2,500 for this work. 


VI. JEWISH MISSIONS 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted 


Rev. John Resnick, General Superintendent of the Zion's 
Society for Israel, presented briefly the work of the Society. 
The organization is strictly Lutheran and is supported largely 
by the Norwegian Lutheran Church, the Augustana and Iowa 
Synods. He asked our Synod also to take part in this work. 
Upon this presentation of the cause, the following item of the 
Preliminary Committee’s report was adopted: 

“In view of the fact that our Synod is not doing work 
among the Jews at the present time and that the Zion’s Society 
for Israel is under exclusive Lutheran control, largely from the 


_ Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, we recommend that 


contributions from our people for this work be forwarded by 
our General Treasurer to the treasurer of the Zion’s Society.” 
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E. PUBLICATIONS 
(Official Reports, pp. 50-52) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee 


1. We recommend that Joint Synod grant the request of 
the Publication Board as outlined in B under point 2 (page 49) 
to make the appropriations from the net profits of the Book 
Concern when these profits are cash on hand, and not while they 
are still invested in stock or still outstanding in accounts re- 
ceivable 


2. We recommend that the $7,000 still due the various 
institutions from the Lutheran Book Concern be cancelled. 

3. Relative to the movement on foot to publish a Lutheran 
Intersynodical Hymnal, be it resolved, That Joint Synod par- 
ticipate in the work of editing and publishing such a Hymnal. 

4. Resolved, That we express our satisfaction with the 
change from the old S. S. lesson system to the New Uniform 
Sunday School Lessons. Joint Synod urges all our Sunday 
schools to use our own S. S. literature. 

5. Resolved, That we rejoice over the Publication Board's 
decision to publish Luther League Studies. Synod strongly 
urges all our Young People’s Societies to introduce them. 

6. Resolved, That opportunity be now given to the Man- 
ager of the Lutheran Book Concern to give a feport on the books 
published during the last biennium. 

7. Resolved, That in the future the editors of our periodi- 
cals be accountable to the body constituted of the General Presi- 
dent and the District Presidents for the material that appears | 
in them. | 

8. Resolved, That the Publication Board be authorized to 
publish an English Theological Magazine of our own in which 
the practical side of the ministry finds due recognition. 

' 9. Resolved, That at the close of this year the arrange- 
ment with the lowa Synod to jointly publish “Kirchliche- 
Zeitschrift” be terminated and that we recommend to our pastors 
desiring a German Theological Magazine the “Kirchliche- 
Zeitschrift” of the Iowa Synod. 
| 10. In answer to the request of the Canada District, be it 
resolved, That in our estimation there is not a sufficient demand 
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to warrant the publishing of the “Simplified Catechism” in the 
German language. 

11. Resolved, That the Publication Board in conjunction 
with the General President be authorized to establish a printing 
plant in case conditions make it necessary. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


Items 1 and 2 were adopted. Under item 2 it was said that 
under present conditions the Book Concern was not able to meet 
this payment on account of new work and expense of the Con- 
cern. 
Item 3 was discussed at length. On the one hand the im- 
portance of one English Hymnal for the whole Lutheran Church 
of America was emphasized; on the other the question was 
raised whether with the multiplicity of bodies a unity could be 
accomplished, and in addition the item of expense was mentioned. 
The committee which has served so far felt that the work could 
be accomplished. The resolution was adopted and the com- 
niittee of two, Revs. W. H. Lehmann and Em. Poppen, ap- 
pointed by the Publication Board, was- made the committee of 
Synod. 

Items 4 and 5 were adopted. In both instances a call was 
given to all our pastors and people to use our own literature be- 
cause it is ours and best meets our wants. 

Item 6 was adopted and the Manager of the Book Concern 
gave a full survey of the publications of the past two years. 

Items 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 were adopted. 


F. FINANCES 
(Official Reports, pp. 52-111) 
I. REPORT OF THE FIRST VICE PRESIDENT 
(Pp. 52-54) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee 
1. a. We notice that the old institution debt has not been 
fully paid. We urge that the Western, English, Northern, Wis- 
consin, Washington and Canada Districts which have not met 


their portion of the debt assumed, and the Texas District which 
did not pledge a portion of the institution debt, attend to this 
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matter at once through the various District Officers. 

b. We request that the General Treasurer add the gen- 
eral deficit to the budget. 50% of it each year for the next 
biennium. 

2. We notice in paragraph 1 a deficit of $62,039.81. In 
spite of this we feel we have every reason to be thankful to God 
for the liberality of our people; for during the past two years of 
financial depression our people have contributed to other needy 
causes the sum of almost a million dollars; we feel under the 
blessing of God that this result is largely due to the adoption of 
more efficient methods in church finances. 

3. We are pleased to note from item 3, page 52, that all 
Districts have approved the method of the Aim Cards as to the 
financial needs of Synod and the minimum amount necessary 
to carry on our work. If every congregation will make an 
earnest effort to raise the amount indicated on its Aim Cards 
all obligations can be met by the respective treasuries. 

4. We notice with pleasure that the resolutions of Synod, 
1920, page 52, No. 4, with respect to the appointment of Dis- 
trict Finance Committees has been generally carried out; and 
that according to the Vice-President’s report these committees 
have been generally active. We agree that it is largely due to 
this that the General Treasurer can. report an increase of $88,- 
404.50 during the biennium. We urge that these committees 
continue actively to do their work. 

5. We approve of the recommendation of the Vice-Presi- 
dent, with respect to the holding of laymen’s conferences within 
the pastoral conferences of Synod under the direction of the Dis- 
trict President. These conferences are to consist of lay dele- 
gates from every congregation for the purpose of considering 
the financial and other needs of Synod. We urge the various 
Districts to consider this matter. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 
Item 1. a was adopted. | 
Item 1. b called forth a long discussion of how we can 
_ meet our obligations to the work of Synod: It was generally 
conceded that many congregations and pastors have not met 
these. Either they have not been properly informed on the 
resolutions of Synod, or they came short in doing what is ex- 
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ot ' pected of them. The budget plan offers the congregation a 
AR general idea of what must be aimed at in order to meet the 
needs of the work of Synod and should be so considered; it 
is not a law. The item was then adopted. : 
vo ae Items 2, 3, and 4 were adopted. 
a>. Item 5 has in mind the gathering together of larger groups 
: of men for the purposes of information especially along the 
business side of the work of Synod. It was thought that such 
gatherings could not but make our laymen better informed on 
the affairs of Synod and at the same time create a greater in- 
terest in our various activities. These men would return to 
their home congregations and spread this interest. On _ the 
other hand some saw danger in such a movement. They 
feared that the proper relation between pastor and people, 
who should work unitedly in the interest of the Church 
and Synod, could be disturbed. Questions might also be dis- 
cussed at such meetings which gur laymen could hardly be 
expected to answer, such as questions of a doctrinal character, 
the lodge, unionism, etc. It would be better to present these 
matters through the Church papers which should be found in 
every home. In this manner, it was felt by some, a better in- 
terest in Synod’s work wou!d be created and the women and 
children would also be reached. Item 5 was, however, finally 


adopted. 
Il. THE BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION 
(Pp. 55-56) 
; Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted 


1. In reference to articles C and D under 7, we call atten- 
t'on to the resolution of Joint Synod, Minutes of 1918, page 85, 
B. At the same time we ask Synod to interpret this rule in its 


‘i i application to the investment funds of the Home Mission Board 
esi. and the Board of Aids. 
The resolution follows: “The General Treasurer shall re- 


ceive all moneys contributed to the various Institutions and 
ig treasuries of Synod, such as collections, personal gifts, bequests 
i " and endowments to Synod (excepting those legacies, endow- 


: vine ments, etc., made directly to the several institutions.) He shall 
4 Be: be responsible for the same and shall make due acknow'edg- 
a ments of all receipts in the church papers.” 
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The Foreign and Negro Mission Boards have handed over 
their investment funds. 

The interpretation of Synod was that the above funds should 
be handled in the same way. 

2. For article F under 7, we recommend that all interests 
on investment funds be included in the budget and specifically 
stated. 

3. We further recommend that the various institutions 
and boards asking for appropriations present itemized budgets 
covering income and expense and that this be done in time to 
be printed in the preliminary reports each biennium. 

4. We commend the General Treasurer for his efficient 

5. We approve the resolution of the Board of Administra- 
tion: “That the Boards of the various Institutions of Synod 
take an inventory of all their assets and have their Real Estate 
appraised by competent appraisers and furnish complete data 
to this Board.” 

Ill. GENERAL TREASURER 


(Official Reports, pp. 57-60) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted 


1. We recommend that the Board of Administration make 
a special study of the financial management of the Institutions 
and Boards of Synod with the view of gaining greater efficiency 
and economy if possible; and report its findings to the Finance 
Committee at the next biennial meeting of Synod. 
2. We recommend that our people be urged through the 


church papers and pastors to invest their funds in the work of 
our Synod on the Annuity Plan. 


IV. MILLION DOLLAR OFFERING 


(Page 54) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as adopted 


1. We note from the Report of the Vice-President that. 
478 congregations, numbering 98,398 members, have subscribed 
$817,563.75 to the Million Dollar Offering, an average of $8 20 
per member. We recommend that these brethren, pastors anc 
people, be commended for their liberality. 
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2. We note from the same report that 470 congregations, 
numbering 54,223 members, have not yet taken part in this un- 
dertaking. We urge these brethren to help complete this offer- 
ing at the earliest opportunity. 

3. Resolved, That we instruct the Board of Administration 
to make a temporary appropriation from the sufn set apart for 
the Pacific Academy two years ago from the Million Dollar 
Offering for the necessary remodeling of the Recitation Hall at 


Capiial University. 


Vv. CHURCH BUILDING FUND, CANADA DISTRICT

1. Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Canadian Board of 
Management be instructed not to pay out moneys or loans to 
congregations in Canada until sufficient collateral, i. e., note, 
mortgage, abstract, and insurance policy, is in his hands. 

2. We recommend Brother A. H. Scheffler for his efficient 
services as Treasurer of the Board of Management of the Canada 
District. 

3. Resolved, That Synod instruct the Board of Admin- 
istration to authorize the Board of Management of the Canadian 
District of the Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States 
to appoint a deputy treasurer if conditions require this.

VI. VARIOUS OTHER FINANCIAL MATTERS 
1. We grant the request of the Board of Capital University 


for an appropriation of $300 with which to purchase filing cabi- 
nets for the Archives of Joint Synod. 
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2. We recommend that the Faculty and members of the 
Board at St. Paul use their endeavors to encourage the collection 
of endowments and scholarships for the institution. 

3. In the event of the erection of the new building at 
Springfield, Minn., the Board is to apply to the Board of Ad- 
ministration for additional help. 

4. With regard to the petition of the Texas District (p. 
114), we recommend that our present Beneficiary system be con- 


5. In answer to the request of the Augustana Conference, 
be it resolved that the credits in the Kirchenzeitung and Stand- 
ard be continued. 

6. We approve the appointment of a financial agent at 
Capital University inasmuch as it entails no additional eupenne 
to the school. 

7. The request of the Wisconsin District in behalf of the 
Hephatha congregation at Milwaukee was referred to the Board 
of Administration with power to act and with the request to 
help if possible. 

8. A communication has been received from the General 
Treasurer suggesting the creation of a fund for taking care of 
our insurance. We recommend that the matter be referred to 
the Board of Administration for examination and recommenda- 
tion. 

9. Referring to the Recommendation of the Men’s Mission- 
ary Conference: We recommend: That Synod authorize the 
Board of Administration to appoint a Financial Secretary who 
shall devote all his time to what 
usually implies. His duties in general would be: 

people by word and pen the work and financial needs of Synod; 

2. To assist in stimulating and increasing interest in her 
causes ; 

3. To communicate and confer with district and conference 
finance committees for the purpose of aiding in a general im- 
provement and progress throughout Synod in system in church 
finance and aiming at uniformity in the practice of the best pos- 
sible finance plans and methods; and 


4. Especially, to be of service in giving and spreading 
information as to the most efficient methods in synodical and 
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congregational church finances and in consulting with pastors, 
‘ church councils, congregations and finance committees for the 
purpose of introducing and carrying on the most successful’ sys- 
tem possible for increasing synodical and congregational funds. 

This official shall be a bi-lingual minister and responsible 
to the Administration Board. 

The said Board shall arrange and decide the details of this 
office as to work, salary and such necessary expenses, which may 
be required to carry on the work of this office to the best in- 
terests of Synod, and shall add the expense thereof to the 
budget of the General Institution Treasury. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING

I. COMMUNICATIONS FROM DISTRICTS, CONFERENCES, 
ETC., NOT ELSEWHERE ACTED ON BY SYNOD 


Report of the Preliminary Committee 


1. a. With regard to the troublesome question of Lodgery, 
we reiterate the position of Synod in 1888 in the sense of the 
resolutions of the Theological Faculty at Columbus on Decem- 
ber 8, 1903. The action as taken from the minutes of the Semi- 
nary Board here follows: 


“On the 8th of December, 1903, the Board of Trustees re- 
quested the Theological Faculty to express their opinion con- 
cerning the practical treatment of the lodge question. In an- 
swer to this request the Faculty resolved: That it adopt as its 
opinion the principles as laid down originally by a conference 
of the Wisconsin Synod and published in the Kirchenzeitung of 
October 3rd, p. 633, in the form of theses, e. g. I-B and II-A-2. 
Signed, Geo. H. Schodde, Secretary. ‘* 

(See minutes of the Board, Dec. 8, 1903, Signed, Rev. Geo. 
Dillmann, Sec.) 

Members of Faculty: Dr. Stellhorn, Dr. Schodde, Prof. 
Pfeiffer, and Dr. Theo. Mees. 
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Members of the present: Pastors Boehme, 
Burry, Hecht, and Dillmann. 


Advisory: Dr: Schuette, Dr. Schuh, Prof. Leanaed and 
Prof. Pflueger. 


In the issue of the Kirchenzeitung of Oct. 3, 1903, p. 633, 
there appeared the following reprint of some theses of the Mis- 
sissippi Conference on the theme:: ‘UNIFORM PRACTICE 
FOR COMBATING LODGERY,’ introduced by the editor 
of the Kirchenzeitung, Rev. E. A. Boehme, with the following 
remark : 

‘Concerning this question the Mississippi Conference of 
the Wisconsin Synod has adopted the following theses and has 
published them in the Ev. Luth. Gemeinde-blatt of June 15th, 
as its expression. They are so clear and so excellently proven 
from God’s Word that we cannot withhold our consent. They 
read as follows: 


‘This embraces: 
I. Uniform practice in judging lodgery. 
A) We oppose the lodge 1—not on account of their 


merely external association; 2— not on account of their mere 
businesslike “benefits” ; 


B) but we repudiate and combat lodgery on account of 
its anti-Christian tendencies as they are revealed 1 — in their 
confessions of a faith in God without Christ, I John 2: 23; II 
John 9; 2—¥in offering prayers without Christ, John 16: 23; 
3 — in singing spiritual songs without Christ, Col. 3: 17; 4— in 
establishing a righteousness opposed to Christ and His right- 
eousness, Gal. 3: 10; 2: 16; 5—-in pursuing a moral sanctifica- 
tion of life without Christ and His Gospel, John 15:4-5; 6—#in 
boasting of works of love which are not works of love accord- 
ing to Christ’s command, Matth. 5: 46-47; John 13:34; 7—in 
requiring oaths contrary to Christ’s command, Matth. 5: 34-37; 
8—/in promoting carnal indulgence contrary to the spirit of 
Christ, I John 2: 15-16; Rom. 8: 9. 

II. Uniform practice in combating lodgery. 

A) We are agreed on the reasons and motives for such 


opposition : 
1— We know that fundamentally the character of lodgery 
is directed against Christ and His Kingdom, Matth. 12: 30; 2— 
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we know that members of the Church by joining a lodge 
(brotherhood) with antichristian tendencies become participants 
in the denial of Christ, I Tim. 6:22; Matth. 10:33; 3— we 
know that participating in the antichristian efforts of the lodge 
members of the church are in danger of losing Christ, Gal. 5: 4; 
II Cor. 6: 14-18. 


Summary: We know that lodges of antichristian character | 


are a constant danger for the Church and its members. 

B) We are agreed as to the manner of combating them: 
1—/in reference to all members who are in danger of being 
drawn into the net of the lodges, i. e. to safeguard them. For 
this we deem necessary : 

a) Public instruction from God’s Word concerning the 
antichristian character of the lodges. (Lectures, etc.) 

b) Standpoint and confession of the congregation over 
against the lodges (Constitution). 

c) Private warning on appropriate occasions. 

2— In reference to such members of the Church who have 
already been ensnared into the lodge, i. e., to win them back. 
In this case our practice is not: a) to at once strike their names 
from the membership list, this would not be an effort to win 
them back, Matth. 18:15; b) again not to demand in a legalistic 


manner, “You must withdraw”, that would be against the spirit 


of the Gospel. 

But our method is this: a) that we with patience seek 
to instruct them and convince them, II Tim. 4:2; b) that we 
persist and do not become lax in this work, Jer. 48:10; c) but 
that such, who persistently refuse to be instructed from God’s 
Word and are unwilling to submit to the clear Word of God, 
we expel from the congregation as openly confessed unchristian 
persons, Matth. 18: 17. 


$= Concerning our profession and testimony against 
lodgery in case of public burial: a) we do not grant to a lodge 
member outside of the Christian congregation a churchly burial, 
Matth. 8:22; b) in case of the death of a church member who 
for some reason or other is still connected with the lodge, we 
bury him as a church member, not as a lodge member, if no 
open ungodliness (Gottlosigkeit) be evident. We therefore do 


not tolerate the lodge’s antichristian demonstration of any kind | 
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at such burial, whether through exposing their insignia, ve 
prayers, etc.” 

b. Pertaining to the resolution of the District Presidents 
and the Mission Board with reference to the lodge question and 
home missions, (see official reports, p. 34), we recommend that 
this resolution be discussed in connection with the lodge resolu- 
tions presented by several Districts. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE FOREGOING 


One whole session was devoted to the discussion of this 
question. The danger of the lodge was emphasized from many 
sides, especially in its deistic religion which insidiously works 
its way into the soul until it destroys faith. On this all the 
members of Synod are in perfect agreement. For this reason 
every pastor should be zealous in warning both. publicly and 
privately against its dangers and safeguard his people. Where 
this sin is not known or not recognized it is especially necessary 
to engage in this instruction and warning. However, in this 
instruction patience and Christian love should ever be kept in 
mind. 

While there was unity in all this, there was some difference 
of opinion on the question of the treatment of individual cases. 


“While some felt that under no circumstances should anyone be- 


longing to a secret society be received into a congregation, 
others felt that there are exceptional cases in which such action 
should be taken, where the welfare of immortal souls is at stake. 
These must, however, always be and remain the exceptional 
cases. This should be made clear in every case. Item I. a. was 
then adopted. 

Item 1. b., referring to the resolution of the Presidents, was 
referred to the Districts for consideration. 

2. Lutheran Men’s Societies. | |

>”: We regret that the Associated Lutheran Men’s Societies. 
failed to approach the various Districts of Synod officially for 


the purpose of organizing a synodical organization as was 
granted them two years ago at their own request.

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c. Until such a course is pursued we cannot speak of the 
As$ociated Lutheran Men’s Societies as a synodical body. 

d. We suggest that the matter relative to the organization 
of such an Association of Men’s Societies in Joint Synod be 
referred to the Districts. 

3. With reference to four eiiatiaee and suggestions sub- 
mitted by the General President we submit the following: 

a. We recommend that in keeping with the sense of para- 
graph 2 of Chapter V. of the Constitution, paragraph 4a of the 
By-Laws be amended to read: “The General President, who 
shall assume office on January first following his election, shall 
exercise, etc.” 

b. With regard to the voice and vote of members of Synod 
holding membership in one District and membership in a Con- 
gregation of another District, we recommend that voice and vote 
of such member in matters pertaining to the election of dele- 
gates to Joint Synod be confined to the rights they enjoy as 
members of the District in which they hold membership. 

c. We recommend that the action of any District deter- 
mining to do its charitable work through agencies other than 
those approved by our own Synod for such specific charitable 
work be declared to be not in conformity with good order. 
(Adopted by a vote of 50 to 44.) 

d. We recommend that the rule followed by a number of 
Districts of electing lay delegates to Joint Synod by and at the 
District meeting become a universal practice. 

4. In regard to the recommendation of the Washington 
District to grant the request of the California Conference for 
the establishment of a California District, resolved, That we 
recommend to Joint Synod to grant the petition of the California 
Conference to establish a California District. 

_ 5. In answer to the petition of the Women’s Missionary 
Conference for. representation on the Boards of the Wernle 
Orphans’ Home and the Homes at Mars, Pa., the resolution was 
adopted: That this request be granted as advisory members 
of the Board, that there be a representation of three women for 
each board, and that the Women’s Missionary Conference ap- 
point them. 

6, In ‘regard to a temporary pension plan suggested by 
Pastor G. F . Klindworth, it is our opinion that the plan sub- 
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mitted would not be approved by the brethren, and that it would 
interfere with the establishment of the permanent pension fund, 
plans of which have already in part been endorsed by Synod. 
(See Eng. Min. 1920, 27 and 28, 146 and 147.) 

7. Statistical matters. 

a. We note with joy that appreciable progress is being 
made toward insuring uniform and more complete statistical re- 
ports of all branches of American Lutheranism, and commend 
the participation of our Statistician in this work. 

b. With regard to the request of the Statistician of Joint 
Synod for the adoption of new and more complete statistical 
blanks as adopted by the American Lutheran Statistical Associa- 


tion m Chicago last year,

8. Historical Society. 

a. We note with satisfaction that the Historical Society is 
continuing to foster interest in the early history of Synod and 
has in the past biennium enriched further its archives by gather- 
ing new historical matter. 

b. We heartily endorse the request of the committee that 
pastors send in copies of the history of their congregations when 
such are published, especially when these have been in existence 
a half century or more.
